Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
Representative elect Lorimer spent the day 
in Washington conferring with Uncle Joe 
Cannon, chairman of the appropriations 
committee, Representatives Mann, Boutell, 
Warner, and the other republican members 
of the Illinois delegation, about securing an 


| additional appropriation of $1,000,000 to com- 


plete the interior of the Chicago building in 
harmony with the high grade work of the 
exterior. 

Mr. Lorimer found all of the members fa- 
vorably disposed toward the proposition. 
Representative Mercer, chairman of the pub- 
lic buildings and grounds committee, will 
also favor the increase. 

It was agreed that Mr. Boutell should in- 
troduce a resolution providing that the limit 
of cost of the Chicago public building be 
increased from $4,000,000, the present limit, 
to $5,000,000. A portion of this increase will 
be used to complete the structure and the re- 
mainder will be expended in purchasing fur- 
niture. 

This resolution will not provide for an ap- 
propriation, but will simply authorize the in- 
crease of $1,000,000 in the cost of the 
structure. Upon its adoption it becomes the 
law of the land, and congress will appro- 
priate the funds as, they are required. 
But the advantage of having it placed on the 
statute books now will make it possible to 
prepare plans at once for finishing the 
structure in accordance with the original 
plans. 


Representative Mann favors the increase, 
as he takes great pride fn the public build- 
ing and desires ta see the interior completed 
on plans and with material which will be in 
keeping with the exterior. He contends that 
the structure should be in keeping with the 
dignity of the government. It would detract 
greatly from the appearance of the building 
if cheap material was used in the interior. 

Notwithstanding his favorable attitude to- 
wards an increased appropriation he will in- 
sist that the penalties for failure to complete 
his contract on time shall be imposed upon 
Contractor Peirce. 

Mr. Lorimer naturally was much gratified 
with the result of his day’s work and left for 
Chicago late this afternoon. 

Architect Henry Ives Cobb is engaged in 
looking into the question of furnishing the 
building. It has been proposed that the 


| architect be permitted to provide the furni- 


ture, so as to have it in keeping with the 
woodwork of the structure. 

In many of the government buildings the 
work of purchasing furniture was done by 
agents of the departments, and as a result 
some rooms with oak window and door 
frames have been furnished with mahogany, 
and rooms finished in mahogany have been 
furnished with oak. In other rooms, oak, 
cherry, mahogany, and other woods were 
used, and as a result the appearance of the 
rooms has been marred. It is the intention 
to try to avoid this mistake in the Chicago 
building. 

| 

There has been manifested here today a 
vast amount of interest in the outcome of 
the Utah senatorial election, with especial 
reference to the statement of Senator 
Kearns that President Roosevelt was op- 
posed to the election of a Mormon apostle. It 
is the opinion here that Senator Kearns has 
made an extraordinary blunder which will 
almost certainly have the effect of electing 
Apostle Smoot. 

There is nothing which state legislatures 
have been more sensitive about than federal 
interference in the election of United States 
senators, It is believed, therefore, that Sen- 
ator Kearns was not only extremely un- 
wise but was in effect guilty of betraying 
the confidence of the president of the United 
States. 

Apostle Smoot cannot be barred out of the 
senate merely because he is a member of the 
Mormon church. If he has been guilty re- 
cently of having a plurality of wives it will 
be difficult for him to secure his seat with- 
out serious opposition, to say the least. The 
sentiment of the senate, however, is such 
that his membership in the Mormon church 
will not interfere in any way with his being 
sworn in. 

Whatever the president told Mr. Kearns 
was merely an expression of opinion as to 
the wisdom of electing a prominent member 
of the Mormon church to represent Utah 
in the United States senate. It was not in- 
tended tn any way that the president's ad- 
vice should be made public or should have 
any influence upon the Igislature. Senator 
Kearns, therefore, has been guilty of either 
an extraordinary indiscretion or else of a 
gross breach of confidence. 


From a person having mote or less author- 
ity to speak for the president I learned 
today that the statement made by Senator 
Kearns as to the attitude of President Roose- 
velt was substaritially correct. The presi- 
dent did talk about the Utah case with ex- 
treme frankness, as he talks about all sub- 
jects to callers in whom he has any degree 
of confidence, however. 

During the conversation the president, 
without any hesitation, expressed the opin- 
ion that it 
of the state Utah to send a Mormon dig- 
ritary here as United States senator, be- 
cause the people of the country_cannot help 
associating the Mormon church with polyga- 
my, which was its disfinctive feature for 
ec many years. 

These views of the president are not pe- 
culiar to him, but are held by the great ma- 
jority of the public men in Washington, both 
republicans and democrats.

TRUSTS DECLARED A DEADLY FOE 
TO INTERESTS OF ALL. 


United States Goods Already Being 
Forced Out of the Markets of Eu- 
| rope, He Says, by the High Prices 
Corporations Maintain to Pay Div- 
idends' on Watered Stock—Street 
Railway Promoter Finds He Can 
Buy Material Cheaper in England. 


‘New York, Jan. 10,—[{Spectal.]—Charles T. 
Yerkes, cosmopolitan street railway mag- 
nate, today threw down the mailed gauntlet 
to the American trusts. 
they are a deadly menace to prosperity, and 
he said that they would work ultimate and 
most serious harm to the country. 6a" 

Mr. Yerkes, Who recently returned from 


England, was. interviewed at his home. He’ 
cited instances where the trusts have actual- [ 


iy cut off American products from competf- 


tion in foreign markets by maintaining 


ulously high prices for dividend paying pur-' 
poses, and he predicted an early and wide- 


spread crash in American stocks and securi- | 


ties. 
Buys Material in Englend. 

Mr. Yerkes was asked if he had made any 
purchases in America for the subway he is 
building in London. He replied: 

“Hardly. If anything, my visit has had 
the effect of killing any latent desire I might 
have had in that direction. The, London 
roads will be built and equipped with Eng- 


lish material, and, as far-as possible, with 


English labor. To tell the candid truth, 
American materials are all high—abnormal- 
ly high—and we will buy nothing in this 
country except what we are compelled to, for 
the reasons I have stated. - 

“ Since the trusts have been absorbing the 
business interests of this country the Amer- 
ican materials and commodities have been 
slowly disappearing from the European 
markets. False reports, spread by the agents 
of the trusts, will hide the actual conditions 
for a time, but the prices now maintained by 
the trusts are outrageous. 


Prices Climb; Labor No Gainer. 

“Take steel, for instance; it is now about 
40 per cent higher than three or four years 
ago. It is becoming a drug on the foreign 
market. The European business interests 
are in open revolt against this sort of brig- 
andage. Cars that could be purchased only 
three years ago for $1,850 are now quoted at 
$3,600. Most things are in the same propor- 
tion, and I know that American labor is not 
the beneficiary.”’ 

‘You do not believe in trusts?” 

‘“Emphatically I do not. I firmly believe 
that the trusts are going to do this country 
a great dealof harm. Except where we can 
beat the foreign manufacturer with our ma- 
chinery there is no.chance for American 
goods to be sold in foreign countries. This 
is a condition, I say, of the last two or three 
years—since the trusts came prominently to 
the fore."’ 

Drop Certain to Come. 

**Do you think that the’large combina- 
tions will be able to keep the prices of ma- 
terial up?’ | 

“I do not. And recent investigation con- 
firms my opinion,’ he said. 

‘‘ What will be the result of a break of 

“The interest and dividends of the wa- 
tered shares will be lost and the shares be- 
come almost worthless.” 

‘‘ Then you think that this era of prosperi- 
ty will not last long?’ 

Mr. Yerkes hesitated and then replied: 
“It will last only until something happens— 
either bad crops or political disturbances 
or financial difficulties, or some matter that 
will disturb the financiah world. Then look 
out; something will drop. 

“When everything is on the high wave of 
prosperity it is difficult to see how there is 
to be a change, just as when adversity pre- 
dominates it is almost impossible to believe 
things can mend.” 


ACCUSED OF MAIL SWINDLE, 
EDUCATOR GOES TO JAIL. 


““Make Money at Home”’ Scheme’s Own- 
er Is Declared to Have Exacted De- 
posits from Copyists. 


Columbus, O., Jan, 10.—[{ Special. ]|—Burton 
E. Parker, principal of the department of 
business at Otterbein university, located at 

festerville, was arrested today by Deputy 

‘mited States Marshal Bauer, and, after 
arraignment before United States Commis- 
sioner Johnson on the charge of using the 
mails to defraud, was sent to jail in default 
of bonds. 

The scheme Parker used fs similar to those 
now being practiced in numerous cities. He 
ineerted advertisements in papers through- 
cut the United States, under the alluring 
caption of ‘‘Make Money at Home,” for 
young women and young men copyists, 
agreeing to pay them from $5 to $9 per week 
tor a few hours’ work each day in copying 
letters. 

Thousands of answers were received, and in 
response Parker would send a communica- 
tion to his inquirers, informing them that 
on receipt of $1 as an evidence of good faith 
he would send them the task. On receipt of 
the $1 he would mail to his employésa 
lengthy communication, which they could 
not copy with profit. 

Parker insists that his plan was legitimate 
and that on the completion of 1,000 letters 
the writers were to receive 1 cent each for 
them, and also the dollar paid down.

SECRETS BEHIND 
HOLLEBEN RECALL 


German Envoy Loses Place for 
e Misrepresenting Britain’s 
Attitude in Spanish- 
American War. | 


AUSTRIA NOW INVOLVED.

Baron Hengelmuller Declared to 
Have Led Plan.to Threat- 
en European Inter- 


vention. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
An entirely new light has been thrown by a 
prominent government official on the part 
_ played by the representatives of certain Eu- 
ropean governments in Washington te pre- 
vent armed intervention by the United 
States in Cuba. This story relates to the 
recall of Dr. von Holleben, the German am- 
bassador, relieves the late Lord Paypeefote, 
the British ambassador, of the charge of un- 
friendliness towards the United States, and 
apparently places Ladislaus Hengelmiiller 
von Hengervar, the Austrian ambassador, 
in the attitude in this connection held until 
this time by Lord Pauncefote. 

- Lord Pauncefote’s death, it is believed, 
was hastened by the unjust suspicion at- 
tached to his attitude. toward the United 


. States, by reason of the charges made by 


the foreign office at Berlin. | 


Austrian Envoy Is Involved, 
to the story now revealed, the 


presentation on April 7, 1898, to President 
McKinkey by the BDuropean ambassadors of 
the note expressing the hope that peace 
would prevail, proposed to his continenta} 
colleagues that a second note be drawn which 
would make the United States understand 
that Europe would not tolerate mtervention. 

Such a note was prepared at the Austrian 
legation on April 14, 1898, in the presence 
of the diplomatic representatives of the con- 
tinental powers, and the ambassadors, ac- 
companied by the Austrian minister, walked 
in a body to the British embassy, directly 
opposite, and laid the draft of the proposed 
communication before Lord Pauncefote. - 

The British ambassador produced a note 
that had been prepared in the state depart 
ment and asked that it be substituted for the 
offensive communication. After some dis- 
cussion it was agreed by the ambassadors to 
submit the state department-Pauncefote 
draft to their respective governments for 
consideration. 


Holleben Sends Wrong Note. 

“Then,"’ declared the official who is au- 
thority for the story, .“.M.©ambon, the 
French ambassador, asked permission to 
translate the note into French. He retired 
to an adjoining room and soon returned with 
the French copy. This translation was not 
a good one, for it gave an entirely different 
phase to the attitude of Lord Pauncefote, as 
expressed in the note which had been pre- 
pared at the state department. It carried 
the impression of a threat against the Unit- 
ed States. 

‘*‘Mr. von Holleben, the German ambas- 
sador, copied the French translation and 
telegraphed it to his government with the 
statement that it was Lord Pauncefote’s 
proposition. 

‘Lord Pauncefote’s attitude was not cor- 
rectly stated in that translation. His note 
in English was entirely satisfactory to this 
government and the note as translated into 
French was not. Thatis the story. Theat- 
tempt to show that Lord Pauncefote was 
unfriendly to the United States in the Cuban 
crisis never had the slightest effect upon the 
belief of the government in his good faith 
and sympathy.” | 


Explains Holleben’s Recall. 

These revelations were made today in con- 
nection with the many reports concerning 
-the sudden departure from this capital of 
Herr von Holleben. The officer of the gov- 
ernment above quoted, ‘whose knowledge of 
the circumstances cannot be doubted, de- 
clared that, in spite of official statements to 
the contrary, he was confident that Von 
-Holleben’s recall, for such he regarded it, 
was part of the outcome of the ambassador's 
connection with what is known among gov- 
ernment officials as the “ Pauncefote con- 
spiracy,”’ a misleading term applied to the 
attempts of Germany to show that the late 
British ambassador was the leading spirit 
in the effort to prevent armed jntervention. 

‘ But the United States government knows 
that Lord Pauncefote was its friend,” the 
officer in question asserted, and then added 
this remarkable declaration: 

“The government knows it, because the 
second note addressed to President McKin- 
ley, which he presented for the consideration 
of his colleagues of the circle of ambassa- 
dors, in this capital, was drawn in the state 
department and could not have therefore 
contained anything unfriendly to the United 
States.” 

Story Well Authenticated. | 

That the officer who is the authority for 
the pbove positive announcement is pos- 
sessed of all the facts in the so-called 
Pauncefote conspiracy cannot be doubt- 
ed. .The mere mention of his name would 
be sufficient to remove all question on that 
score. But, for obvious reasons, his iden- 
tity cannot be disclosed. His views repre- 
sent those of the federal administration. 

A year ago, just prior to the visit of Prince 
Henry of Prussia to the United States, an 
international bombshell was exploded from 
berlin in the allegation that the British 
ambassador in Washington had been the 
leading spirit in an effort to bring the Euro- 
pean powers into a coalition to serve notice 
on this government that it must not go to 
war over Cuba. The basis of this assertion, 
as explained in the foregoing, was the mis- 
translation cabled to Berlin by Von Holleben. 


Denial from Great Britsin. 

The British government denied that Lord 
Pauncefote was the author of any com- 
munication that contained anything un- 
friendly to the United States, and in the 
minds of many people the idea became fixed 
that Germany and not England was the real 
friend of the United States in the troubles 
with Spain. 

There is a firm opinion here in a smal inner 
circle of government officials that the dis- 
satisfaction of Emperor William with Herr 
von Holieben began with the knowledge that 
the charges that Lord Pauncefote had writ- 
ten the French version of the note of April 
14, 1898, was not believed by the United 
States, and some of those in the inner circle 
are inglined to think that the emperor may 
have ascertained that Herr von Holleben 
was mistaken in sending the French inter- 
pretation as a correct ‘statement of Lord

MADRID, Jan. 10—As King Alfonso, 
Dowager Queen Christina, and the court 
were returning from church this afternoon 
a man, who afterwards gave his name as 
Feito, fired a pistol at one of the carriages. 
The bullet went wild and no one was Injured. 

It was at first believed that an attempt had 
been made on the life of the king. This 
report was soon contradicted by the facts. 
Feito himself declared he tried to kill the 
duke of Sotomayor, the court chamberlain. 

King Alfonso heard the shot and put his 
head out of the carriage window, but he was 
immediately dragged back into his seat by 
the queen mother. 


Did Not Aim at King. 

At the police station Feito said he did not 
desire to kill the king, but the grand cham- 
berlain, at whose carriage he had aimed. 
In his pockets were found unmailed letters 
marked “registered,”” and addressed to 
President Roosevelt, King Edward, the em- 
peror of Germany, and the president of the 
high court of justice'at Mexico, and also re- 
ceilpts for a number of registered letters and 
a visiting card of the mayor of Madrid. 

Feito later was put under examination by 
a magistrate, to whom he repeated his state- 
ment as to the object of the shooting. He 
insisted he was not an anarchist, and said 
that his wife, a Frenchwoman,; had con- 
fined him in a lunatic asylum. The prisoner 
in making this statement did not appear ex- 
cited, but there are indications that he is 
insane. 

The minister of the interior has telegraphed 
to the prefects In the provinces that the at- 
tempt was directed against the grand cham 
berlain, and not against the king. | 


King’s Carriage Had Passed. 

A police sergeant, who was the first to 
seize Feito, makes the following statement: 

“ After the king’s carriage had passed, 
Feito, who was standing jn front of me, 
raised a pistol and fired at the second car- 
riage in the procession. Before he could fire 
a second time I struck him with my sword. 
He cried: ‘ You wish to kill me, but I seek 
the life of the duke of Sotomayor, who is the 
cause of all my troubles.’ ”’ 

Questioned as to what reasons he had for 
wishing to kill the grand chamberlain, Feito 
said tlie Duke of Sotomayor had offered him 
a position at the palace but had failed to ful- 
fill his promise. 

The duke of Sotomayor, however, was 
not in the second carriage. It was occupied 
by the Marquis de la Mina, the court grand 
equerry, and two palace officials. 

Crowds Cheer the King. 

After the shooting incident the people 
gathered along the route from the church to 
the palace and cheered the king as his car- 
riage proceeded towards the reyal residence. 

Feito is 34 years of age and was borw at 
Posadas. He returned to Spain from Mexico 
last June. He was slightly cut in the head by 
the police sergeant’s sword. 


JAMES J. HILL FOR FREE 
TRADE IN COAL AND WHEAT. 


Railway President Urges Liberal Reci- 


procity with Canada—Sees Gain for 
Both Peoples in Closer Relations. 


St. Pau}, Minn., Jam 10.—[{Special.]—Free 
trade with Canada on coal, lumber, and 
wheat was advocated tonight by James J. 
Hill, president of the Northern Securities 
company, in an address before a committee 
of Minnesotans, representing the National 
Reciprocity league. 

The meeting was in honor of the visit of 
the Hon. Clifford Sifton, Canadian minister 
of the interior, and the sentiment in favor of 
absolute free trade was strong. 


No Excuse for Coal Tariff. 

Mr. Hill, who was vigorous in his demand 
for any plan that will improve trade with 
the dominion, said in part: 

“Now, I am not a free trader by any 
means, but we can modify our conditions. 
Possibly somebody could tell me why we 
should collect a duty on Canadian coal, when 
all the coal Canada has, that is in the popu- 
lated and older gettled portions of the coun- 
try, is way down in Nova Scotia and Cape 
Breton. The only result that this tariff 
works is to make the people of the Atlantic 
coast pay more for their coal. 

‘“‘In St. Paul you are not so badly off for 
coal as some of our neighboring cities south. 
You are better off than Chicago; coal is 
selling here for less than it Is in Chicago, 
and much less than it is in Washington, Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, New York, or Boston, 
and still we insist on keeping the tariff on 
coal. 


For Free Lumber and Wheat. 

‘“ Now, why should we keep a tariff on coal 
or lumber or on wheat? Why cannot the 
wheat come in and be ground Im Minneapolis? 
Is anybody going to be hurt? 

“We have an enormous amount of raw 
material im this country, and some of it is 
quite raw, but a great deal of it is good and 
can be worked into some useful form. Now, 
we have on the north ehore of Lake Superior 
what controls the steel markets of the world, 
a higher grade of iron ore which cam be 
produced for ¢o0 much less money than it 
can be from any other placein the world, and 
it controls the steel market of the world, an@ 
it will do so if they will ever get the com- 
mercial conditions on lines that they wiil 
stop rolling for six or elght months. 

‘* We have a great deal of foundation under 
us if we cam intelligently useit. Let ushope 
that experience will bring us to a point 
where we will make better and more in- 
telligent uge of it.’’ 


WANTS LAW AGAINST FOOTBALL. 


Nebraska Legislator Would Forbid the 
‘Game at Educational Institu- 
tions of the State. 


Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 10.—[Special. ]}—Repre- 
sentative A. V. Cunningham of Hamllton 
county is credited with the authorship of a 
bill which will be introduced in the legisla- 
ture the coming week to prohibit the playing 
of football at the public educational iInstitu- 
tions of the state. 

“Tam unalterably opposed to football as 
a part of the athletic amusement of stu- 
dents,”’ said Mr. Cunningham. “ I consider 
it more brutal! than prize fighting for the 
reason that in a prize fight only two men are 
engaged. In the game of football twenty- 
two are called upon to risk their lives. The 
presence of a physician is not always re- 
quired ata prize fight, but did you ever. hear 
of a game of football at which one or two 
physicians were not in attendance?” 

Other members are in sympathy with the 
bill, but the game does not lack defenders 
among the legislators,

OF A COAL RING. 


Witnesses Give Evidence That 
While Supply Is Large 
Prices, Are Ex- 

orbitant, 


RAILROAD MEN INVOLVED 


Plenty of Law to Punish Com- 
bine, Says Mr. Deneen, if 
Facts Are Estab- 
lished. 
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MUCH COAL WILL BE NEEDED,

Evidence that the prices demanded for 
bituminous coal in this city are unwarranted 
by natural causes was furnished yesterday 
to the special Cook county grand jury called’ 
to investigate the alleged coal conspiracy. 
Charges were made before the jury that these 
prices were made and maintained through 
combination between coal operators and coal 
dealers and possibly withe@the connivance 
of certain railroad interests. Evidence 
placing the exact responsibility for this @l- 
leged combination has been promised the 
jury. 

If the evidence proves sufficient In the 
minds of the members of the jury to sustain 
the charges made indictments will be re- 
turned against the persons manipulating the 
market. These indictments, it is belleved, 
will involve men. who figure as leaders In 
the coal industry of this city and state. 

“There is no excuse for the exorbitant 
prices charged for bituminous coal in Chi- 
cago. They are the result of a combination 
between mine operator and coal dealer, and 
I shall be disappointed if the grand jury does 
not find itself able to fix the responsibility 
for this combination,” said a man officially 
connected with the inquiry. 


Subpoenss for Railway Men. 

Railroad interests were drawn into the in- 
quiry during the afternoon by the evidenés 
of a witness, and subpeenas for the repre- 
sentatives of six coal carrying roads were 
issued last evening. These men will be ré- 
quired to tell what arrangements they have 
with the mine operators for the transporta- 
tion of coal from the mines, and with the 
Chicago dealers for the delivery of the com- 
modity in this city. The names of the offi- 
clals wanted were not made public, bug

Arcola, Jan. 10.—[{Special.]—Arcola’s 
fuel famine is broken. An Illinois Central 
coal train, consisting of sixteen cars, bound 
for Chicago, stopped here this morning and 
was confiscated by a party of 300 citizens. 
The railroad company was notified that the 
coal would not be allowed to be moved out 
of town and the local agent was offered 
money for it. He telegraphed headquarters 
and the officials refused to sell. Then the 
coal was confiscated. 

Active in the party were the pastors of the 
Presbyterian and Free Methodist churches, 
the presidents of both banks, and one police- 
man. The train was soon surrounded by 
hundreds of wagons waiting to load. The 
coal was distributed in ton lots to the most 
needy. Each load was weighed and a strict 
account kept in hopes of making satisfactory 
settlement with the railroad. 


Raid the Coal Train, .. 
excitement has prevailed all day, as 
businéss has been practicaHy suspended for 
a week on eccount of the coalfamine. There 
has been much suffering among the poorer 
classes, There was loud talk yesterday of 
flagging a coal train and confiscating the 
coal, but early this morning it was noised 
through the streets that an Illinois Central 
engine had been disabled and was laid up 
for repairs in this city, and that in the train 
were sixteen cars of coal. 

A crowd of several hundred persons gath- 
ered about the train clamoring for.coal. A 
consultation was held, and A. L. Woodworth, 
proprietor of the electric light plant, offered 
the local railway agent to pay for the coal on 
behalf of the people. This was refused. By 
this time the more desperate had climbed on 
to the cars and were loading their wagons. 

Farmers bringing loads of corn to town 
were besieged with requests to haul coal. 
Many agreed to do so; others refused and 
their wagons were seized and used. At 10 
o’clock several hundred wagons were wait- 
ing their turns near the train. 


| Prominent Men in Raid. 


Col. J. R. Beggs, president of the First 
National bank, acted as marshal of the day 
and endeavored to keep the wagons in line. 
Col. Beggs was a member of the late Gov. 
Tanner's staff. Thomas Lyons, president 
of the State bank; the Rev. Edward Bach, 
the Rev. William Prout, Policeman Walter 
Craft, and many other influential citizens 
were prominent in the raid. 

For some reason the local dealers had been 
unable to get coal for the last month, and 
fully one-half the people in town were out of 
fuel. This condition made the citizens des- 
perate, and men of all classes were glad to 
avail themselves of this opportunity and 
aided in the confiscation. 

Tonight the wagons are still hauling. but 
out of the entire train load there now re- 
mains only a little over one car. This will 
be hauled before the wagons stop. 

Those who were unable to get wagons this 
morning hauled little bags of coal in wheel- 
barrows’ amd push carts. The poor were 
there with their buckets. 

It was the most exciting day in the history 
of Arcola. Preachers and saloonkeepers 
united in approval of the methods used. 


Milwaukee for Confiscation. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—A 
massmeeting of over 800 men at Lincoln hall 
tonight passed resolutions calling upon the 
state board of health to confiscate the coal 
in this city and distribute it among the 
people of the city. The resolutions also 
called upon congress to take action to seize 
the mines and the railroads to distribute the 
coal. The meeting was addressed by Carl 
D. Thompson of Denver and Victor L. 
Berger of this city. 

Mayor Rose called a meeting of the repre- 
sentative banks today and secured from 
them a promise of a loan sufficient to bring 
10,000 tons of coal to this city, which will 
be sold to the people at cost. 

At the meeting of the common council on 
Monday Ald. Cary will introduce a résolu- 
tion asking for a grand jury investigation 
of local coal dealers. who are accused of 
holding back coal and not supplying it to 
would-be purchasers. 

Mayor Rose today sent a message to United 
States Senator Joseph Quaries saying that 
the people of this city are confronted by a 
coal famine, and it is working great hard- 
ship. He asks is it not possible to secure the 
tmmediate passage ‘of a resolution through 
congress at least suspending the collection 
of the duty on hard coal. He says a bill 
ought to be presented putting hard coal on 
the free list. 

. Near Rioting in Kansas. 

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 10.—The coal famine in 
Kansas is .aking on a more serious aspect. 
Dealers in Topeka announced today that 
they were practically out of coal, with no 
im ate prospect of getting more. The 
state reform schoo! has only a two days’ sup- 
ply left. Two manufacturing concerns were 
compeled to close this morning on account 
of a lack of fuel. |

BANKER HELD FOR 


BOSTON FINANCIER ACCUSED OF 
STEALING $23,000. | 


Edward J. Dunning Arrested on War- 
rant Sworn Out by Heirs of the Late 
Francis A. Brooks — Claimed That 
the Full Shortage Involved Is $200,- 
000—Accused One of the Prominent 
and Wealthy Men of the Hub — Has 
an Office in New York, | 


Boston, Mass., Jen. 10.—[Special.}—Edwin 
J. Dunning of unning & Co., bankers, 
brokers, and promoters, was indicted by the 
Suffolk county grand jury this forenoon and 
later arrested for the alleged larceny of 
$23,000 from Francis A. Brooks, for many 
years a leading member of the bar. It is 
alleged that more than $200,000 was taken 
from the Brooks estate. | 

Dunning, who is 50 years old, spent the 
greater part of his life in New York, where 
he conducted a broker’s office. He came 
to Boston three years ago and took a house 
in Brookline, but retained his business in 
New York. He has a brother who is @ 
physician in New York, anda daughter who 
is on the staff of the Gouverneur hospital. 


Arrested at His Office. 

Dunning was arrested at his office and 
taken to the Superior Criminal] court, where 
he was arraigned and held in $20,000 bonds. 
The criminal prosecution was made at the 
instigation of counsel for the three sons of 
Mr. Brooks, who are executors of the estate. 

In explaining the case the assistant district 
attorney said: 

The defendant is accused of having stolen 
$27000 from Francis A. Brooks in sums 
ranging from $3,000 to $16,000. In the first 
count the amount set forth is $3,000, In the 
second $2,000, In the third, $16,000, and in the 
fourth $2,000. 


Gross Frauds Are Charged. 


“The money was secured, as the prosecu- 
tion alleges, by the defendant through a 
series of gross frauds on Mr. Brooks. Mr. 
Brooks was 78 years old and died last fall. 


The money was obtained from him during { 


the two years prior to his death. 

“The state of his health was such that he 
was not permitted to attend to large finan- 
cial matters, and a petition for the appoint- 
ment of a conservator for his estate was 
pending at the time the defendant got the 
money. 

‘“ The defendant represented to Mr. Brooks 
that he acted for certain Belgian capitalists. 
who were ready to purchase the stocks held 
by Brooks for amounts largely in excess of 
what he had paid for them. He stated that 
checks for the payment of the stock had 
been made and were in the hands of the men 
whom he directly represented. The two 
checks were for-amounts exceeding £200,060. 


How Money Was Secured. 


‘Brooks believed that the defendant was 
ready to turn over to him in exchange for 
his check the checks named. The defendant 
obtained money from Brooks to pay, from 
time to time, as he represented, various sums 
necessary to be paid to agents to insure the 
transfer of checks.” | 

The assistant district attorney then re- 
lated an instance where he said that part of 
the stocks had been withdrawn by Mr. 


‘Brooks, with the result that the amount of 


one of the checks had to be reduced from 
$124,000 to $108,000, and the accused, It ts 
alleged, induced Mr. Brooks to give him the 
$16,000 named in one of the counts in the in- 
dictment in order to pay an agent. 

He said further: ‘“‘ The counts do not rep- 
resent all the money obtained from Mr. 
Brooks. The defendant received sume 
amounting to a large fortune, and ali within 
two years.”

MINE OWNERS OPEN CASE. 
Operators Present Witnesses Who 
Blame Union tor Trouble 
in Anthracite Field. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 10—{Special )}—The 
anthracite mine operators today opened their 
case -befere the strike commission, but their 
lawyers faced vacant seats. Judge Gray was 
sick and Commissioner Parker had hurried 
to Washington to try to buy coal to heat his 
home. Mr. Parker received information 
from his wife that owing to the scarcity of 
coal in Waehington the family was unable 
to get fuel, and that if something was not 
goon done there would be suffering in the 
Parker household. He left hastily for thie 
national capital to‘*hunt for a supply of fuel. 

The representatives of the Delaware and 
Hudson company occupied both sessions. 
Three persons testified on behalf of the com- 
pany. They were James H. Torrey of Scran~ 
ton, the company’s principal counsel; Charles 
©, Rose of Scranton, superintendent of the 
mining department of the company; and 
Abel I* Culver of New York, conjroller of the 


company. 

The Delaware. and Hudson company 
opened. the case for the mine owners, James 
Wi. Torrey delivering a. tong address, telling 


what the company expects to prove. . He 
said in part: / 
Claims Miners’ Case Is ’ 


“ So far as relates to the formal demands 
pending before this commission, we are in 
the position unusual even in debate, and 
practically inadmissible in legal proceed- 
ings, of being compelled to prove a negative. 
After spending weeks of valuable time the 
case Upon the partiof the miners was closed 
without the production of any-materia! evi- 
dence to'Substantiate any of their claims. 

“ A vast array of information has been 
accumulated for the use of the commission 
with reference to the wages and conditions 
of.employment of our employés. By these 
statements and from other tesimony it will 
be demonstrated that there is no merit ip 
the first démand for a 20 per cent increase 
upon the prices paid during the year 1901 
to performing contract work. It 

be shown that both the rates paid and 

the annual earnings upon this kind of work 

are larger than are paid in the bituminous 

coal’felds for'similar work and the wages 

paid’ o€cupations requiring skill ‘and 
training in the region. 


Says Men Are Well Paid. 


“ We are satisfied the commission will find | 


there is no matual employment requiring so 
dittle training or skill, the exposure to so lit- 
tie risk of health or life, and the occupation 
of so small a portion of the working day 
which Mberally compensated in wages 
as the work of the anthracite miner. In this 
connection we shall show that, the employ- 
ment is not extra hazardous and is more than 
ordinarily healthful.

know that-in view of the unfortunate decla- 
tation of Senator Kearns there cam be no 
possible federal objection now. to. the elec- 
tion of Apostle Smoot unless there is pro4 
duced evidence of- polygamy as strong or 
much stronger than that which resulted in 
keeping Mr. Roberts out of the house of rep- 
resentatives.

I am in.favor of wiping out all tariff 
duties between the mainland and the islands, 
but I suppose the islands will need the rev- 
enue which will be derived from the duties 
remaining in effect, the proceeds of which 
will go into the Philippine treasury. * 

“The reduced tariff or free trade would 
not affect seriously the interests of the Unit- 
ed States. . It is true the labor of the Philip- 
pine islands is cheap and removing the tariff 
will place it in competition with American 
high paid labor. -This will not be a draw- 
back to our workmen, because the differ- 
ence in wages is more thar overcome by 
the inexperience of the Filipinos and the 
great advantages in favor of the American 
laborer in the use of improved machinery. 
If these do not offset the arene then 
civilization is a failure. 
educing the tariff rates on goods” 
coming from the Philippines there will be 
no danger of goods of European manufac- 
ture being sent to the Philippines and trans- 
shipped to the United States in order to se- 
cure the benefit of the reduced tariff. Care 
will be taken to prevent this, and unless the 
goods are smuggled into the ‘Philippines 
goods of European manufacture will not 
come to the United States by ‘way of the 
Philippines."’

“ The Philippines should*have at least four 
delegates, and in the course of time I expect 
to see the archipelago represented here. ‘a 
presume delegates will be sent to congress as 
soon as the civil government is in full opera- 
tion. It will require about two years to put 
this into effect. 

“Iam a strong believer in the people of our 
possessions being represented in congress 
‘and they cannot send delegates here <5 soon 
to sult me.”

Aldermen Provide for What 
They Term an “Optional 
Referendum.” 


VOTERS CAN DEMAND IT. 


Ordinanees to Be Submitted When 


Ten Per Cent Sign a Pe- 
tition.

A truce by which the referendum wins a 
conditional victory was arranged yesterday 
by the council's committee on local trans- 
portation and the mayor’s epécial commit- 
tee. | 
After a long debate, during which Ald. 
Jackson said he had no thanks for the 
mayor for saying he was “ at least honest,” 
it Was agreed that the proposed enabling act 
to be submitted to the legislature should 
have provision for an “optional referen- 
dum ”’ on any ordinance granting a street 
railway franchise. 


Piem for Referendum. 


This clause will require that every fran- 
chise granting ordinance for street railways 
must, if 10 per cent of the registered voters 
ask for a referendum within a stated period 
—perhaps sixty days—be submitted to popu- 
lar vote, and in the event of an adverse de- 
cision by the people, the ordinance is to be 
of no effect. By this means, the aldermen 
think, the people can have a referendum on 
the question if they want it. 

Should the ordinance affect an extension 
of a short street railway line, In which there 
is no popular interest, a referendum need not 
be had, as it would be hard to get 10 per cent 
of the voters to ask for one. 

As to the size of the majority to be required 
on such a Peferendum the members split. 
There was a desire on the part of Ald. Jack- 
son and Bennett not to get a vote, where- 
upon Ald. Herrmann said: 

“If we cannot vote I shall go home. Iam 
pot going to fool away time. We have to do 
something definite. If it is to come to a 
fight on the council floor then let us have it.”’ 


How the Vote Stood. 


This was followed by a vote, Ald. Finn 
calling the roll of those present, with this 
result: 

To require a two-thirds majority—Ald. Bennett, 
Jackson, Minwegen—8S. 

To require a bare majority—Judge Dunne, Aid. 
Maypole, A. Lawrence, Herman. Lieb, 
Ald. Beilfuss, Connery, and Finn—7. 

To require 60 per cent of the vote to approve— 
Ald. Dunn, Herrmann, Eidmann, and Werno—4. 

The last vote represented what the alder- 
men declared they would agree fo as a com- 
promise should a bare majority not prevail. 

At tomorrow night's meeting of the council 
Ald. Jackson's bill probably will be intro- 
duced and ordered printed. Consideration of 
all three bills, Ald. Finn said, would not come 
up at the meeting. 


SCHEME TO GET MORE TAXES. 


Suggested That the Town Levy Be 
Taken Out of the Five Per 
Cent. 


According to a suggestion discussed by the 
special charter committee of the city council 
yesterday, $1,000,000 may be added to city 
taxes and another $1,000,000 to school rev- 
enue by the simple expedient of taking the 
town taxes out of the 5 per cent limitation 
instead of excepting the school building tex, 
as is done at present. 

After the sealing down had been completed 
the west town tax, for instance, amounts to 
85 cents on the $100. After the same process 
the school building tax was only 27 cents. 
By law the latter Is outside the 5 per cent 
limitation and is not considered in reducing 
the rate to that limit. If the town tax were 
exempt instead of the school building tax 
a difference of nearly 60 cents would be 
made in favor of the city and the schools, 
giving that much more elasticity to the rate. 

Secretary Weber of the committee was au- 
thorized to prepare a bill along this idea for 
submission to the city council with a view 
to urging passage by the legislature. The 
consolidation of the park boards as well as 
the consolidation of the offices of controller, 
city clerk, and city collector also may be 


advocated.

New Orleans, La., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—The 
races were run in rain and mud at the Cres- 
cent City Jockey’ club’s track today.

- Early Pace Is Fast.

Henry McDaniel 
took the leadaway from Wealth on the turn 
and came into the stretch a neck to the 
good, and Wealth was two lengths before 
Mrs. Frank Foster, Fuller made his run 
when he got Philo straightened away, and 
he gradually overhauled the leaders and 
took command below the sixteenth pole and 
was never in trouble after that.

He took all the mon- 
ey that was offered him on the choices and 
was surely running the “ big store,” and 
added largely *to his bank roll when they 
were knocked down. 


Jockey Helgesen Suspended. 

After his ride on Honolulu in the second 
race the stewards suspended Jockey Helge- 
sen from all privileges and the * Terrible 
Swede’’ is likely to get a long rest on the 
ground. Barring a rider from all privileges 
here means that he cannot even pay his way 
into the track and will have to wait outside 
the entrance to get the results of the races. 

Helgesen deliberately pulled his mount 
across Amigari when he reajized that the 
mare was going to pass him, but {t did him no 
good, as she won easily despite the interfer- 
ence. Helgesem has been in bad favor with 
the officials ever since he began riding here, 
and has spent many days on the ground for 
breaking up starts and numerous times has 
been questioned about hisriding. The Hono- 
lulu race was the last straw and the boy will 
now have a chance to think it over. 

Bard of Avon and Andes were withdrawn 
in the seven furlongs at the top of the card, 
and Boundlee and Rough Rider were sup- 
posed tobe the best, the former a slight fa- 
yorite.

‘Kalamazoo, Mich., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—As 
the time for the holding of the international 
i¢e yacht races on Gull lake draws near the 
success of the undertaking seems assured. 

Besides the representation which is expect- 
ed from the Hudson river three yachts have 
been entered from the Shrewsbury river, New 
Jersey.

From Kingston, Ont., Snow Cloud, owned 
by Howard 8. Folger, and carrying 600 feet 
of sail, is entered, besides five other yachts. 
Snow Cloud is the fastest ice yacht in Canada 
and has won the international cup from the 
Cape Vincent and Clayton Ice Yacht clubs of 
New York. London, Ont., has entered Co- 
lumbia. These are some of the fastest craft 
which will take part. 

‘Commodore D. C. Olin of the Kalamazoo 
Ice Yacht club, which has eharge of the re- 
gatta. says the only disappointment will per- 
haps be that western clubs will not be so well 
represented as the club would like. It would 
be desirable to have the best boats in Wis- 
consin and Minnesota entered.

Used a sort of system 
in Dettin’ on him and beat it fer a time, but 
one day when I plunged $10 Mex on him he 
stopped out tin the middle of the river to chew 
on some weeds that came floatin’' by and 
he ‘also swum,’ and I has to stand off the 
commissary fer chewin’ tobac until the pay 
boat comes along two weeks later.

I noticed particular he 
watched the stake holders payin’ off bets. | 


: Native Goes Into Pool.’ 

* My system wuz workin’ great, and I wuz 
rapidly gittin’ a corner on all the money in 
the company and makin’ a lot o’ good resolu- 
tions about keepin’ it, when one afternoon 
that durn little monkey faced man butted in 
and wanted to bet on the race. We wuz play- 
in’ pools then, each man pickin’ a buffalo and 
the winner takin’ the pot. Accordin’ to the 
rules of the game we lined.the whole bunch 
of starters'up on the bank, each feller got 
behind his own buffalo, and then we all 
pushed "em into the river at onct, without no 
recall flag. We all laffed when this little 
man wants to go into-the pool, but he forks 
up his $8 and we tells him to pick out his 
mount: | 

“Well, sir, that little man he sez he ain't 
particular, or words to them effect, and wa 
gives him one beast what is notorious lazy. 
He don’t kick, only he lines up with the rest 
and shoves off.

“T figures out that night that the reason 
he wins the race is that his cow has done 
got hongry, bein’ kept on poor pasture so 
long, and nacherally is anxious to git to good 
pasture on the other side, and I think’s I’ll 
try a hongry one myself the next day, 'thout 
sayin’ nothin’ to nobody. | 


Native Gets All the Money. 


“* Next day that same little ole man cums 
down again, a-grinnin’,-and I gives him 
my champion buffalo and goes and gits a 
lean, hongry lookin’ one. The result. wuz 
the same. The little man’s buffalo loafs 
along till he gits into deep water and then he 
hikes fer the other side ez fast ez he kin 
rip and wins by forty yards. He grins 
again, takes the money, and désappears, 
leavin’ a sore hot o’ soldiers sittin’ there 
on the river bank. 

“That sort o’ thing went on fer nigh on to 
two weeks. We gits deeperate and goes to 
bettin’ big, hopin’ to git our money back. 
We give that brown man every worthless 
buffalo in the herd, and the minut he begins 
to handle them they breaks out o’ the maiden, 
clase and he gite our money, and all we gits in 
return fs his grin. |

“ What wuzit? Why, that dern lhede there

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LIGHT HARNESS GOSSIP 


REMARKABLE PERFORMANCES OF 


| DIRECT HAL THIS SEASON. 


Work of Horse Which Has Not Lost a 
Race During His ‘Career, Which 
Equals the Record of Dan Patch, 
Considered Wonderful — Is Not 
Ranked with McHenry’s Charge, 
Which Was Forced Into the Exhi- 
bition Basiness. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 
When considered the pacers which during 
the season of 1902 won $5,000 or more in 
actual races, one is impressed most of all by 
the superlative greatness of Direct Hal. 
Like Dan Patch, he has never lost a race, 
and it is natural that in the characteristics of 
these two truly great horses there should be 
much incommon. They are of the same age, 
each has had the handling that can be given 
only by a master in the art of conditioning 
and driving a harness horse, and the ultfmate 
speed achievements of each is purely a mat- 
ter of corijecture. The career of each has 
been sensational in the extreme, and each 
has plenty of partisans ready to acclaim 
their choice thesgreatest pacer ever, seen. 
The eoming campaign is likely to settle this 
point beyond question, since the present pro- 
gram for each stallion is that he shall make 
a short stud season and then be prepared for 
the fastest mile of which he is capable. 


Does Not Rank with Dan Patch. 


But in spite of the claims made by the Di- 
rect Ha} people I cannot rank him as high 
as Dan Patch. It is true that 1902 was his 
first appearance on the turf, while Dan Patch 
had been at the game for a couple of years, 
but aside from the fact that ene ap 
technically in public while the other did 


- mot, there is no difference between them on 


that score. When Dan Patch was a4 year 
old his fortunes were intrusted to a driver 
well over 70 years of age, and he was sent 
out on the half mile tracks of his native state 
to battle for small purses. He won four 
such events, taking a record of 2:16 and los- 
ing only one heat. That same fall Direct Hal, 
having been jogged at the Hamlin farm: 
Was sent to Geers, and along in October “ the 
silent~man’’ was stepping the black horse 
some tolerably fast quarters and halves, al- 
though- it is my recollection that 1:07 was 
the best speed asked for the latter distance. 

In 1901 Dan Patch, having gone into Mc- 
Henry's stable, began a campaign that made 
him famous. Between July 10 and Oct. 22 
he paced and won twelve races, losing only 
one heat (for which he did not try), and low- 
ering his record to 2:04%.. It was a hard 
campaign for any horse, pacing as he did 
from the 2:16 to the 2:05 class, but Dan 
Patch handled all his opponents alike. Di- 
rect Hal in the meantime was still unknown 
to the public. He was trained, however, and 
to such purpose that during the week Dan 
Patch closed his campaign at Memphis, 
‘pacing three winning heats in 2:05, 2:06, 
end 2:08%, the son of Direct was worked a 
a mile by Geers in company with Carl. 

ilkes in 2:064%, and two days later he 
Stepped home from the half mile pole ina 
minute flat. 


* Year of Glory for Both. 


Last year was one of glory for both horses. 
Direct Hal won all the thirteen races in 
Which he was engaged, his earnings being 
$25,550, a larger amount than was ever 
Placed to the credit of a pacer that started 
the season without a record. His best mile 
Was 2:04%, and it was made under circum- 
stances that add to its luster, as after Direct 
Hial had gone about a quarter of a mile in 
this heat he made a break which cost him 
five lengths, and then came on and won 
from Twinkle in one of the most/ desperate 
finishes ever seen on a racetrack. He came 
back for the third and final heat in 2:06 and

Jackson Irving Case, who died last Tues- 
day at Racine, Wis., was, a few yearsago, a 
well known figure in the harness horse 
world. Born the son of a rich man—Jerome 
Increase Case, who was a devoted follower 
of the trotters—young Case was afforded 
every opportunity as he neared man’s es- 
tate to gratify his inherited love of horses, 
his father having a fine breeding farm at 
Racine as well as a stable of trotters, which 


were seen at the principal meetings every | 


year. The senior Case was prominent on 
the western turf, but it was not until he pur- 
chased the 5 year old stallion Gov. Sprague 
in 1875 for $27,500 that he became nationally 
famous as a man who wanted only the best 
and was willing to pay well for it. 


Campsigned Jay-Eye-See. 

After Gov. Sprague had made a reputation 

on the turf and been retired td the stud Mr. 
Case campaigned a number of trotters, but 
it was not until he bought in Kentucky a 
couple of sons of Dictator that he named 
respectively Jay-Eye-See and Phallas that 
he again reached the top of the tree as a 
turfman. Jay-Eye-See, a black pony, beat 
the world’s record for 4 year olds by trotting 
a mile in 2:19 at that age, and he trained on 
to a mark of 2:10, being the first trotter to 
step a mile in that time, although his honors 
as the world’s champion were soon taken 
from him by Maud 8. Phallas lowered the 
stallion record to 2:13%, hitched to a high 
wheel sulky, but was not a success in the stud. 

It was after the death of his father that 

Jackson Case became known to the trotting 
world. He had for years taken a great deal 
of pleasure in driving some of the fast horses 
owned by the family, and it was not long un- 
til he appeared at some of the western meet- 
ings behind his own trotters. To Jennie K., 
_a daughter of Phallas, he gave a record of 
2:15% and taking Jay-Eye-See when that 
horse was well along in years and not deemed 
of any account, he shifted the black pony to 
the pace and at that way of going gave him 
a record of 2:06%, thereby adding to the little 
fellow’s other distinctions that of having the 
fastest combined records at the trot and pace. 
Business Prevents Racing. 

In the early "90s, when the Northwestern 
Breeders’ association was a factor in western 
racing, Mr. Case was a director of that or- 
ganization, and he also campaigned a stable 
of trotters down the grand circuit for a sea- 
son ortwo. Business cares, however, neces- 
sitated his giving up a sport of which he was 
passionately fond, and during the last years 
of his life did not even attend the races. He 
sold all his horses, with the exception of 
Jay-Eye-See, and at last accounts that for- 
mer celebrity was spending his old age in 
comfort at the Case farm, Hickory Grove, 
near Racine, ett

BRANDT ACCEPTS PRESIDENCY 
TO AVERT DISSOLUTION.

Lack of Capable Leader Understand- 
ing Needs of League Brought Crisis 
with Happy Result—Seeretary Kett- 
mer Also Exerts Stromg Influence 
for Future of Organization—Treas- 
ary Found in Healthy Condition In- 
stead of Being Depleted. 


The Chicago Skat league, which has for 
some time been in a state of disruption, was 
tided over the danger point last Wednesday 
night, when at the annual meeting of the 
organization at 1164 Milwaukee avenue, the 
officers for the ensuing year were elected. It 
was only through the acceptance of the office 
of president by Adolph R. Brandt that the 
league was not disbanded. | 

Mr. Brandt, who, ever since the German 
game gained a footing in Chicago, has been 
a leader of the local forces, accepted in order 
that the Chicago Skat league might continue 
its existence. He has been more than any 
other man in the city responsible for the 
rapid advance in the game, and has for three 
years held the Office of secretary. This year 
he was determined to withdraw from the 
league as an official. | 

When the league held a meeting at the 
Majestic hotel on New Year’s day to nom- 
inate the ticket for 1903 Brandt was recom- 
mended for the presidency. He announced 
then that he would not under any circum- 
stances’ accept the office,\as he thought he 
had done his duty and that it was time some 
one else should shoulder the responsibilities. 
The members of the league were loath to 
part with his services, and pressed him to 
reconsider. At the election held on Wednes- 
day Brandt’s name was again put to the 
fore, the balance of the ticket being com-. 
posed of Alvin D. Gauff, S. Westerfeld, and 
Alfred Kettner, When Kettner’s name was 
mentioned for the office of secretary, and as 
the only way to avert trouble. Brandt con- 
sented to accept, and the ticket was unani- 
mously elected. 

The action of Mr. Kettner, who is a prom- 
inent business man on the west side, in ac- 
cepting the office probably had a great deal 
to do with the acceptance of the executive 
office by Mr. Brandt. . 


The retiring officers, President Julius Schil- 
jer, Vice President Henry Ehlers, and Treas- 
urer Charles P. 
two years. 

Another matter which threatened trouble 
at the election was the financial report. Treas- 
urer Hagerdorn was unable to appear on 
account of illness, and Secretary Brandt read 
it. The report showed the organization to 
have a surplus in the treasury of somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $50. This money was 
left after all expenses of the year had been 
paid, including all money spent in the trip 
to the annual congress at Detroit last May. 
A few of the members were of the opinion 
that the league wasin debt, and were brought 
back to their senses when thé report was 
read and approved. 

After the election a meeting was held at 
which it was decided to expend $150 for a 
prize to be awarded at the national skat con- 
gress, which is to be held at Cleveland, O., 
next May. Efforts will also be made to have 


a better representation at the Cleveland con- | 


gress than was had at Detroit. It is the in- 
tention of the league to hold several tourna-" 
ments this winter in order that the neces- 
sary funds may be secured to send a large 
delegation. | 

A new departure was the appointment of 
directors to control the different sides of the 
city. This it is thought will greatly increase 
the membership of the league, 

It was announced that the league at pres- 
ent has 514 members, an increase of over 300 
since the annual meeting a year ago. Itis 
also the first time that the organization has 
finished a year without a deficit. One 
of the bright features of the meeting was the 
adoption of a resolution appointing Sheriff 
Thomas Barrett an ‘honorary member.

CHANGES IN TENNIS RULES. 


English Approve Changes Suggested 
for Government of International 
Matches—Up to Americans. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Jan. 10.—The Lawn Tennis asso- 
ciation has sanctioned the alterations sug- 
gested by the British international match 
committee. It has been decided that the as- 
sociation of each of the nations concerned 
shall appoint a captain of its team. If this 


is not done by any such association, ther | 


the team shall select its own captain. The 
referee is to be selected by common consent 
of the captains of the competing sides. It 
was also decided that, if a player be chosen 
in both singles and doubles, and the singles 
are arranged for two consecutive days, there 
shall be an interval of one day between the 
second and third day’s play. The above 
changes will be submitted to the United 
States Lawn Tennis association, and, if ap- 
proved, will doubtless be enforced in 19038.

GOSSIP OF THE CRICKETERS. 


English Club Proposes to Add Extra 
Inch to Wicket’s Width to 
Decrease Batting. 


Local cricketers are not greatly disturbed 
over the action of the Marylebone Cricket 
club of London in proposing to add another 
inch to the width of the wicket.’ The pres- 
ent rules call for a width of eight inches, but 
of late years the batsmen on anything like 
good wickets have had the'upper hand of the 
bowlers and the proposed change is suggested 
with the idea of giving the bowlers a larger 
mark to aim at. , 

The supremacy of the batter over the 
bowler only exists in the better class od 
cricket. A majority of the weaker batsmen 
would undoubtedly prefer to have an inch 
subtracted rather than added: Such is par- 
ticularly the case as far as cricket in this 
country is concerned, where individual scores 
of over a century are few and far between. 
In Australia and England many matches 
are not finished inside of three days, but 
few occur in this country and Canada thet 
are not completed in two days. ’ 

Should the proposed change be. adopted 
it may help to lessen big scoring, but from 
an American standpoint the Britishers might 
adopt other methods looking towards the 
same end. Many of the big scores are made 
‘because of weak fielding, a department of 
cricket in which the large miajority of the 
players are miserably weak. The average 
American schoolboy can fleld as well and 
throw far more accurately than the ma- 
jority of grown up British cricketers. 

Then the bowlers, more especially the 
amateurs, do not practice as they should. 
All of ‘the elements that go to make a suc- 
cessful baseball pitcher are necessary to 
make a successfu] bowler. Of these cogtrol 
is the greatest, and if the bowlers would 
work as hard and persistently as do the 


pitchers, there would be fewer high scores.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—While the air in Eing- : 
land and on the continent, in Carlyle’s 
phrase, is “electric with suspicion,” there 
is no definite center of disturbance. Sagas- 
ta’s death has not involved any immediate 
political consequences in Spain, and the 
Morocco affair is a temporary flurry. e 

There are continued signs of cloudiness in 
the Balkans, and serious raids from the 
mountain districts in the spring are pre- 
dicted by the Bulgarian and Servian sym- 
pathizers with the Macedonian Christians. 

But these forecasts are made by the alarm- 
ists every winter. The American mission- 
aries in Salonica are reported to intend to 
giart for the United States in the course of 
g few weeks. This is a hopeful sign, for 
they are well informed respecting the Bal-~ 
kans and would not plan the journey if they 
thought that their services would be re- 
quired for relief work. 

The Dardanelles question is mainly aca- 
demic, since it is by no means certain that 
Russia desires an alteration of the treaty ar- 
rangements, and there is no likelihood that 
the powers can be united in offering resist- 
ance to such changes. ; 
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‘Revise Regulations. 


Plans for strengthening the Dardanelles 

defenses were devised by German officers 
several years ago, but have not been carried 
out. The Turkish government lacks facilities 
for enforcing the treaty law against foreign 
warships, and there is @ strong probability 
that Germany will sanétion a revision of the 
straits regulation if Rupia proposes it. 
_ There are also rumors tHat Russia and 
England may come to an understanding re- 
specting the Persian gulf without consulting 
Germany, but these afe vague conjectures. 

More important than these small episodes 
and controversies is the prevalence of a 
strong anti-German feelingin England. The 
Venezuelan affair hag been welcomed by the 
enemies of Germany here because it has dis- 
closed the British as well as the American 
distrust of the methods of the Berlin foreign 
office. 

_ Von Holleben a Scapegoat. 
von Holleben‘s: retirement is explained 
intmany ways, but it is generally attributed | 
to the dissatisfaction of the German emperor 
with the recent course of events and his de- 
sire to discover a convenient scapegoat. The 
British journals conceal with difficulty their 
exultation over the evidence that the Vene- 
guelan affair has strengthened the feeling of 

confidence between the United States and 
England, and has created suspicion in both 
countries against Germany. 

There are missing links in the chain of evi- 
dence, but the conclusion is eagerly reached 
that the Venezuelan affair has been bétter 
business for England than for Germany. 

_The leader writers go further. They suggest 
that the new American lead respecting 
China shall be followed by England, and 
that nothing shall be done either in the Dar- 
danelies or the Persian gulf to create Rus-

T is this jealousy which ren-

Morocco a matter of acute 
anxiety to all those states- 
men who are intrusted with

countries in Europe. Lord 
Salisbury, who at the present 
moment is the veteran of 
them all in his wide experi- 
ence and profound knowl- 
edge of diplomacy and for- 
eign affairs, has declared on 
several occasions — .once 
shortly before his resigna- 
tion of the British premier- 
ship last autumn—that the 
question which would b 
on the long expected and 
much dreaded outbreak ¢ a 
war between the great powers of the old 
world would be in connection neither with 
China, nor Egypt, nor yet the Balkans or 
Asia Minor, but Morocco. Of far graver

that his government would oppose any at- 
tempt. on the part of France to annex the 
Moorish emyire. England, Spain, Germany, 
and Italy are all of them resolved that under 
no circumstances. shall France vbtain such 
a foothold in Morocco as would enable it vir- 
tually to command the entrance of the Med- 


iterranean, since Gibraltar would lose the. 


greater portion of its strategic value if con- 
fronted by a number of French maritime 
strongholds on the opposite coast. France 
is equally determined that neither Spain nor 
any other foreign power shall acquire a pre- 
dominant infiuence in Morocco, since it 
would interfere with the fulfillment of its 
resolve sooner or later to add the Moorish 
empire to its colonial dependencies, and it 
is probable that in the event of France going 
to war about the matter it would receive the 
support of its ally, Russia. 

That is why no foreign power can afford to 
intervene in Morocco just at present, or to 
lend a helping hand to the young sultan in 
his struggle for civilization and for enlight- 
enment against the forces‘ of fanaticism and 
barbarism. ‘ It is recognized that any power 
that interfered in his troubles with his re-

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 
Gov. Stone of Pennsylvania wants 'com- 
pulsory arbitration. Perhaps he knows 


Perhaps, however, like most other people, 
he doesn’t. Compulsory arbitration is more 
than compulsory arbitration. As Dr. Jobn 
Macgregor of Wellington, New Zealand, 
said in a letter to the Otago Daily Times in 
September, 1901, “it is necessary to put 
aside altogether the idea that our act is 
simply a device for prevanting strikes. Tt is 
nothing of the kind. It is a device for put- 
ting the regulation of trades, occupations, 
and industries under the control of a statu- 
tory court.” In other words, the final re- 
sult’ of compulsory arbitration is to estab- 
lish a court enforced minimum of wages. 

This is a result which cannot be evaded. 
“The steps leading to it are plain. They will 
be identical with the steps taken in New 
Zealand. Let the court of arbitration be set 
up. There will soon be a disppte in some 
trade. The employer and the ‘eniployés 
will fail to come to terms. There will be a 
‘strike, The public will complain. There 
will be an appéal to the court of arbitration, 
The court will decide that the reasonable 
wage in the trade is so many dollars a week. 
The employer will be obliged to comply with 
this decision. The line below which hemay 
not go in bargaining with his employés will 
be fixed. There will be no line above which. 
he may not go. There will be a minimum. 
There will be no maximum. The.capable 
man, by showing that he jis worth more than 
his fellows, may command a larger remuner- 
ation. His “ rent of ability ” will be higher. 
It will be made impossible, however, for 
any man to fail to earn the wage established 
by the court of arbitration as the lowest 
which the employer will be permitted to 
offer.. This minimum wage system appeals 
to many people. To many other people it 
does not appeal at all. Such people shonld 
remember that compulsory arbitration and 
minimum wage are almost synonymous 
terms. | 

In Victoria, Australia, a method of com- 
pulsory arbitration can be found which, 
while it differs from the New Zealand 
method, has the same ultimate aim. New 
Zealand has boards of conciliation in the 
seven districts into which the colony is di- 
vided. When a board of conciliation fails 
to settle a dispute safisfactorily a central 
court of arbitration is called upon to deliver 
a final verdict. This co therefore, has 
jurisdiction over all trades. In Victoria, on 
the contrary, there ‘are ft wage ~ boards,” 
which are formed at the instance of the 
‘trades interested, and which, each for its 
own trade, establish legal hours and wages. 
These hours and wages are then enforced by 
the factory inspectors. The New Zealand 
and the Victoria methods, therefore, have 
different starting points but almost identical 
destinations. The principle involved is that 
which, in all the majesty of capitals, is now 
known asthe National Minimum. 

The National Minimum means that the 
claims of labor are to be satisfied before any 
further steps in industry are taken. It re- 
moves competition among wage earners; 
that is, the kind of competition in which 
each wage earner tries to underbid: his fel- 
low. It results, according to tts friends, in 
diverting competition from cheapness. .to 
efficiency, from underbidding to outdoing. 
As a man will not be able to secure a place 
by working for less money than his neighbor, 
he will try to secure it by working harder 
and better. Through all this, however, 
there looms the phantom of rigid state con- 
trol, of insidious state socialism. The 
American people are still too individualistic 
to look at such a phantom without terror. 


The city engineer reports that 51 per cent 
of the water pumped in Chicago in 1901 
wag absolutely lost without doing any use- 
ful service. It did not even help-to flush 
the sewers. The cost + the coal used to 
pump the eighty-four gallons per head per 
day which went to utter waste was $170,000. 
About $100,000 must be allowed for salaries, 
supplies, and maintenance. The total cost 
of the water waste of 1901 is put down 
at $1,246,000. | 

If the city had ample revenues, if it had, 
like the national government, a surplus in 
_ its treasury; extravagance, such as has been 
described, would be unpardonable. Mu- 
nicipai officers guilty of it would deserve 
a vote of public censure. How much more 
censurable that extravagance must be when 
) the municipal government which permits 

it ig alweys complaining of scanty revenues 

and an empty treasury? How can that gov- 
ernment dare to complain of a lack of money 
when it is wasting so much? 

It may be said that the city engineer is 
mistaken in his estimates, and that there 
is really no great waste of water and of 
money. An engineer who will make such 


| a blunder as to say that not less than 51 


per cent of the water pumped is absolutely 
wasted when the wastage really is insig- 
nificant does not know his business and 
should not be kept in a position he evidently 
is unfit to fill. If the engir eer is not mistaken 
the municipal authorities who refuse to take 
his advice and save over a million dollars a 
year are the ones who should go. 

So far as known nobody around the city 
hall—in the department of ‘public works 
or in the council—has questioned the cor- 
rectness of the statements of the city en- 
gineer. The failure to do this is a sub- 


| stantial admission of their accuracy. It is 


the plain duty then of the municipa) au- 
thoritiex to begin acting on the recommenda- 
tions of the city engineer or stand convicted 
of gross, inexcusable negligence in the man- 
egement of city affairs. — 

‘A SLIGHTED SCIENCE AND ABT. 

It is curious that in these days when every 
occupation is raised to the dignity of either 
a science or an art that housekeeping should 
be distinguished by neither of these titles. 
It is understood that no education is too 
broad to fit a woman for the duties of mater- 
nity, but ft is generally supposed that asa 
mere housekeeper she can get elong with the 
scraps of an education. 

As a matter of fact nousekeeping is today 
both a science and an art. it is a science 
whose laboratory is the kitchen; an art 
which finds expression in every room in the 
house. The good housekeeper is familiar 
with many sciences. tler knowledge of 
prices and wages renders her something of a 
political economist, her acquaintance with 
the problems of sanitation makes plumbing 
mysteries an open book, and a1 understand- 
ing of chemistry solves culinary riddles and 
bavishes hit or miss methods. 

The decorative side of housekeeping re- 
quires both brains and heroism. It takes 
brains to preserve the right proportion be- 
tween use and ornament. It takes true co

SANITARY DISTRICT LEGISLATION. 

If the situation had been better under- 
stood when the Chicago sanitary district 
was organized Evanston\and the Calumet re- 
gion would have been included in that dis- 
| trict, It wap assumed at the time that oth- 


er sanitary districts would be created to 
assist in the work of keeping the lake water 
“free from sewage originating in the vicinity 
of the Chicago district. It has been appar- 
ent for some time that this'is not likely to 
happen. ‘There isqno other way in which 
Chicago drinking water can be kept free 
from pollution than by extending the lim- 
its of the Chicago district. Ultimately 
all the territory draining into the lake from 
the Cook cotinty line to the Indiana state 
line will have to bé under one jurisdiction, as 
far as the protection of the water supply 
is concerned. The work can be done mere 
economically and intelligently when it is un- 
der one management. 

The extension of the Chicago district will 
involve the continued taxation of its citi- 
zens. That is regrettable but inevitable. 
They will not get the good of all they have 
spent for pure water until they shall have 
spent more. They cannot stop now, when 
the customary report of the condition of the 
water pumped at.all the stations is “ bad.” 

A bill has been‘introduced in the legisla- 
ture to authorize the annexation of terri- 
tory to the sanitary district if a majority 
of the voters favor such action. It should 
be passed. When-this has been done it is 
more than likely that the Calumet region 
will be absorbed in the Chicago district. 
Then it will be possible to keep out of the 
lake the sewage now poured into it through 
the Calumet river. 


WISDOM HERE MAY BE FOLLY THERE. 

One of Josiah Quincy’s remarks night 
before last was simply a concrete illustra- 
tion of the saying, “ Circumstances alter 
cases.” Nevertheless, it was worthy of wide 
publicity and comment. “ It does not fol-, 
low,” said he, “ that because Glasgow can 
operate its street cars Chicago or Boston 
should undertake the same thing. Whings 
should not be undertaken till they become 
expedient.” | 

This Policy of not undertaking things till’ 
they become expedient is based on a prin- 
ciple which was once ineluded under the 
word opportunism and is now included under 
the word evolution. The political oppor- 
tunist used to say: “‘ No one particular kind 
of governmental machinery is always and 
everywhere the best. We must consider 
climate, traditiens, institutions, race, re 
ligion, and industry. What is good in Da- 
homey may not be good in Dorsetshire. «We 
must do what seems to be most suited to 
our situation here at present.” The evolu- 
tionist reaches the same conclusion by an- 
other route. “ Development,” says he, “ is 
in progress,everywhere. There are dif- 
ferent things appropriate to different stages 
of development. You cannot take a’ Maori 
in Néw Zealand and put him into the same 
industrial and political structure with an 
Adams in Massachusetts. Nothing can be 
done till the time for it arrives. It follows, 
therefore, that to do a thing in one place sim- 
ply and solely because it has been done 
successfully in another is foolish.” | 

Let this principle of opportunism or of 
evolution be applied to the municipal own- 
ership question in Chicago. If we are in 
the same stage of municipal development 


ears successfully, then, no doubt, we can 
operate street cars successfully. If, how- 
ever, we are in about the same stage of mu- 
nicipal development with Philadelphia we. 
cannot be sure about our ability to. con- 
duct a municipal business. Philadelphia 
tried to run a gas plant. It madea mistake. 
It is at present incapable of running a 
wheelbarrow. It had to give up its gas 
plant. If any city undertakes to do a thing 
for which it is not’ prepared it will have to 
join Philadelphia in its humiliation: Mu- 
cipal ownership is not like salvation, capa- 
ble of acquisition through repentance and 
conversion by amybody at any time. It is 
more like democracy, chimerical in one place 
and inevitable in another. What we need 
to study just now is not only the theory of 
‘municipal ownership but the municipal ca- 
pacity of-Chieago. |

In England in the '80s, when the Grand 
National Consolidated Trades union was 
coming into existence, and afterwards im 
the ’40s, when chartism was rampant, the 
London Times used to be convinced that 
there was a foul, dastardly, universal, elu- 
sive conspiracy among workingmen for the 
destruction of the Brifish constitution. 
Similarly, in our own day and country, 
religion has done for Protestants what poli- 
tics and economics did for the English con- 
servatives of the last century. We have 
had sudden spasms of suspicion with regard 
to the secret purposes of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy.

Many, Treasures in It, Including Rare 
Volumes and Priceless Manuscripts; — 


F “a man is known by the books he 
reads’ there can be no secret attaching 
to the success in tifa of United States 
Senator George Frisbie Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts, who has just attracted more 

than his usual share of public attention by 
his anti-trust bill 

To the person privileged to spend an hour 
in Senator Hoar’s library at his cozy home 
in Oak avenue, Worcester, his success is no 
secret. Few men could live in the atmos- 
phere of that library without absorbing the 
essence of learning with which it is perme- 
ated. The walls of the big room are lined 
with books. Only where the fireplace and 
the windows, asserting their authority, re- 
fuse to be covered, is the wall of books 
broken. And Senator Hoar, save the time 
he is in Washington, lives among his books, 

~- 

If the senator’s taste only followed that of 
the woman who bought her books to match 
her carpet, his ibrary might become a blaze 
of brightness; but it doesn’t. His taste is 
distinctive. Bindings do not appeal to him 
at all. He keeps buying soberly garbed vol- 
umes, -destitute of embellishment. Senator 
Hoar has been at this sort of thing for years, 
until now he has one of the finest private 
collections of books in the land» That collec- 
tion was not picked up at random, neither 
was it bought at auction sales. The more 
than 5,000 volumes in that army of intelli- 
gence arranged in hollow square formation 
about the walls of Senator Hoar’s library 
are the result of careful selection, of pa- 
tient waiting, of much correspondence, and 
finally careful purchasing. Not a few of the 
books and manuscripts in that collection 
money could not buy. These are the gifts 
of friends and admirers. Aside from the 
valuable books included in it, the collection 
comprises priceless ancient manuscripts and 
historical documents. 

Here it is that the senior senator from 
Massachusetts, settled down in his easy 
chair before his spacious desk, surrounded 
on ail sides by the books he loves, finds 
much solid comfort. In this room, with fits 
quiet colors and its atmosphere of ease and 
comfort, many of the thoughts that, later 
framed in speech, have thrilled a nation 
have had their birth. From it messages 
have gone forth that have had their effect 
upon the shaping of a nation’s policy. It 
is a delightful room, with its array of books, 
its carpet of soft colors, its pictures of an- 
cestors, statesmen, great men of old, invit- 
ing easy chairs, and oak tables covered with 
books and papers. 


Senator Hoar said recently: “I have in 
general a pretty good collection of the Latin 
and Greek classics, of English histories—say, 
from the time of Henry VIII. until within a 
few years—and of English literature and 
biography. Then I have a fairly good col- 
lection of American literature, history, and 
biography. I have sent many private docu- 
ments to Clark university. I suppose there 
is no better collection of American historical 
pamphlets than mine, except in some great 
libraries. 

* Frequently I see books sold for large 
sums, copies of which I have in my possegs- 
sion. Here, for instance,”’ and, going to a 
case, the senator took down with loving care 
several dingy, battered little volumes, among 
which was the ** History of Little Goody Two 
Shoes,”’ printed by Isaiah Thomas at Wor- 
cester in 1787, and bearing upon its title page 
a grim joke in the shape of an announce- 
ment that the copy was from the original 
manuscript in the vatican at Rome and that 
the drawings were by Michael Angelo. 
Among the others were a Virgil brought to 
} this country by Gov. John Winthrop of 
Massachusetts, and bearing a date line 
showing that it was printed in Leyden in 
1659, and an Elzevir Ovid printed at Amster- 
dam in 1676. 

“I have a number of books that have come 
down to me from Leonard Hoar, who was 
president of Harvard college about 1670," 
said the senator. “ This Aitken bible I be- 
lieve the first bible published in America. 
It was the gift of my grandfather to my 
mother, and you will notice it has the auto- 
graph of Roger Sherman, under date of 1783. 
It is a rare book, and a copy is, I dare say, 
worth $1,500. 

"This ‘ Defense of the Peopleiof Engtand ’ 
is the work that cost Milton his eyesight.

“ Now, these are curiosities: two copies 
of sermons which belonged to John Hancock 
and Samuel Adams, the two signers of the 
declaration of independence who were, you 
remember, excluded from the royal pardon, 
The books were given me by Samuel Adams’ 
granddaughter,’’ and the senator returned 
the valued books carefully to their shelves. 

‘* Now, your eyesight is better than mine. 
What is that date? Yes, I thought it was 
1685. Well, that is a Latin poem which once 
belonged to a famous English preacher, Rob- 
ert South by name. 

‘* This,”’ said the senator, picking up a copy 
of ‘‘Granger’s Lives of Famous English- 
men,” “gives one, I think,a phase of the char-

“This diary of ‘Bub’ Dodington I think

“ And this,” said the senator, picking up 
another volume, “is a copy of Chapman’s 
‘Homer.’ I suppose it would sell for $1,200 
or $1,500 at auction. Take this Chaucer— 
observe that it is in black letter type, and 
that it was printed in 1587. I am told that 
it is impossible to obtain this work now. 

“ That book,” indicating “ A Crown of All 
Homer’s Works,” “ is valued at $1,700. That 
pen drawing of Chapman, the compiler, is 
said to be a good likeness. I am net so sure 
of that part. Here is a book containing the 
first twelve books of Chapman's Iliad. You 
know he is said to have written his transla- 
tion in twelve weeks. No, I know of no other 
copy in existence; or, at least, in this country, 

“These biblég I know will interest you,” 
and the senator handed down two well worm 
volumes. ‘‘ This one is a family bible that 
belonged to Roger Sherman. See this record 
of births. The name of Sarah Sherman, my 
mother’s name, is written here. She was 
Roger Sherman’s youngest daughter. This 
other is Wordsworth’s bible, presented to 
him by Faber, the celebrated hymn writer. 
On one occasion when I was abroad John 
Morley told me if it had been known that I 
had ‘obtained a bible belonging to Words- 
worth they would not have allowed It to have 
left the country,

copy of Theacritus, well thumbed and 
worn, once the property of Blackstone, the

Under the provision re- 
ferred to the Circuit céurt has already increased to fourteen judges and

aries of these twenty-six judges will soon amount to $260,000 per annum. 
It was sought to add’at the last November election six more new judges, 
and $00,000 more to the expense item of judicial salaries, until the Su- 
preme court by a recent decision pronounced the law, | which, it is alleged, 
authorized this to be done, to be invalid. 

The check thus given by the Supreme court to this continual increase 
of judges in Cook county is, however, only temporary, and an effort will

It requires a light knowledge of the politics of a wee city to under 
stand that the paths which must be trodden by the aspirant for judicial 
honors are so distasteful to many lawyers that those whom their asso- 
ciates at the bar, as well as the community generally, would with one 
voice proclaim as fit persons to intrust with the duties and responsibilities 
of the high office of judge more and more instinctively shrink from any 
effort to obtain it. For example, to the lawyer who respects his profes- 
sion and holds the performance of judicial labor at its proper value it 
sounds monstrous to be required to pledge in advance the appointment 
of a person he may name as master in chancery of bis court, and the man 
he will ask the sheriff to give him as his bailiff. 


Yet under present methods it is understood ‘that judicial candidates — 


are often called upon to make these humiliating and highly improper 
pledges. ‘Besides this, not only must the candidate for judicial honors be 
found on the hustings in the campaign, but he is expected to mélée him- 
self with and be counted as present in every movement and local powwow 
of his party, even after he reaches the bench, in order not to be forgotten 
by, as well as to be of service to, the small bosags of his party. 

It-is cheerfully conceded that, generally speaking, thus far, by a happy 
succession of chances, we are blessed with a fairly good local bench and 
that some of our judges would do honor to any court, h»wever exalted. 
These men, however, deprecate and loathe in their hearty the conditions 
which in the course of years have grown up as-incident to the politics of 
a large city in connection with a candidature for judicial office, and, while 
some men of this character, from a taste for the exercise of judicial func- 
tions, will brave much to arrive at the position, it may be fairly said that 
there are many eminently fit men ‘who will not submit themselves to the 
prevailing requirements for obtaining judicial ‘nominations from party 
conventions, which, it is evident, narrows immensely the field from which 
to make m. 

Today, in the caucuses and nominating conventions for the selection 
of Cook county judges, men are often proposed and nominated, too, no* 
with reference to their legal acquirements or standing at the bar but be- 
cause they are strong with some class, or sect, or nationality in the com- 
munity, or because they come frem some ward where, for one cause or 
atiothech th they are deemed to have the friendship of “ the workers,” or for 
reasons purely geographical. All this sounds incredible, but it is never- 
theless absolutely. true that some one of these qualifications is at present 
a chief if not controlling factor in the selection of men who are to pass 
upon the lives, liberty, and property rights of their fellow men in this city. 

_ Let it be spoken plainly. Would it be surprising if the bar was al- 
ready beginning to distrust some of the judges who have crept upon the 
bench in the repeated and rapid increases in their numbers, as well as in 
consequence of their being elected in such bunches as to carry up the weak 
ones with the worthy? A man on the bench with only a scant knowledge 
of the law is a misfortune to the community, but a man in that position 
whose principal thought is to square his opinions to win the plaudits of 
a class, or gain the backing, for the time being, of an influential factor, 
is the greatest calamity which could overtake it.

the shadow of a meritorious defense. 
Thousands of such cases clog the dockets, and the judges are boaunben 
‘much of their time in hearing them, only to find out in the end that 
they are destitute of the slightest merit or that the defense was only pre- 
tended and unworthy of serious consideration. 
The fact is that the seat of the trouble with reference to the over- 
crowding of the dockets of the Cook Bounty courts is the slight cost to the 
parties at which litigation may be carried on indefinitely. It has been 
generally held as a tenet of good government that the state should dis- 
courage litigation as much as possible, so thaf, both at common law and 
by statute the stirring up of litigation has been always considered so detri- 
mental to public policy and sound morals as to be treated and punished 
even as a crime. Yet, under the present Illinois statute regulating court 
costs, any person may bring suit and prosecute it indefinitely for $10, and 
any suit may be defended forever for $3! This, of course, does not in- 
volve attorney fees, but everybody knows that on the edges of the bar 
‘ there are plenty of men who are willing to experiment on suits and de- 
fenses to suits and take their chances without other compensation than the 
hope that something may turn up in the matter to their advantage before 
it is finally disposed of. Hence, we have each year a larger and larger 
crop of experimental suits and bogus defenses, which would not be thought 
of if those carrying them on had to pay substantial costs to the state in 
the event of troubling the courts without sufficient cause. Ultimately, it 
will be found that-a material increase in the costs of suit and not a multi- 
plication of judges is the remedy to correct the overcrowding of the dockets. 
I know it will be said that every facility ought to be offered.to the 
poor man to obtain his rights by an appeal to the courts, but this is a de- 
lusive contention. If the poor man has a good case he can obtain his 
rights through the courts quite as well as a rich one, and the costs need 
not bother him, as they will come out of his opponent. But whether a 
man be rich or poor, if he has not a good case he has no business to come 
into court, and if he comes in wrongfully he should pay for it to an ex- 
tent that will make him more cautious about hauling other people into 
In point of fact, however, it is not the workingman who brings 
these experimental suits; it is the maliciously litigious, the blackmailer, and 
the adventurer, who chiefly enter court to experiment with the law, 

ve I submit it is not fair play, from any point of view, to permit a man 
to drag his neighbor into court upon an unjust suit and hold him there 
for an indefinite time by the payment of $10. Nor is it fair play that a 
man should be deprived of the right of prompt redress through the courts 
by allowing the defendant in the case to stave off judgment indefinitely 
by the payment of $3 costs, when he files a plea setting up a bogus de- 
fense. 

In ‘the Circuit and Superior courts of Cook county the retends will 
show an average of upwards of 2,000 cases per annum in forma pauperis, 
many of which, extraordinary as it may seem, it is charged and _ believed, 
are commenced in this form by arrangement between the client‘and his 
disreputable attorney, who agrees to accept as a fee the amount ordinarily 
paid for costs at the commencement of a suit, and then claim exemption 
under the statute as a pauper. Does any one believe that there are an- 
nually upwards of 2,000 paupers in Cook county who find it necensary to 
appeal ‘to the courts to adjust their disputes? 

In this county, which has a population in round numbers of about 
$000,000, the Circuit court with its fourteen judges has an average, I be- 
lieve, of about 14,000 cases pending, while the Superior court with its 
~~“ judges has perhaps 10,000 undisposed of suits. 

A large proportion of these suits so pending are finally disposed of 
without contest or are dismissed for want of prosecution. Of the remain- 
der of the cases, hundreds upon hundreds of them, after occupying court

“The center piers of the old socbionad swing bridges were a  eeviows 
detriment to the canal, preventing as they did a free and effective flow 
from the lake. They were also a great obstruction to navigation. There- 
fore the sanitary board removed them, together with the old bridges, and 
we are now rapidly replacing the latter with bascule bridges of the most 
improved kind—a most timely boon to the city of Chicago, considering the 
present depleted condition of its treasury. 

As a depth of seventeen feet is insufficient for canal purpdees our 
board has deepened the river 26 feet and widened it 200 feet from Van 
Buren south to Robey street, where it joins the canal. Improvements of 
other parts have been delayed through contests with alleged property 
owners, some of whom claim by right of long possession, forgetful thar 
such claim, however effective it may be against individuals, does not 
hold good against the state. It is a strenuous contest—something like 
forcing the old Rhine against a host of feudal barons. But the cause of

It is interesting to compare the apparently hopeless slough (if we are 
to hearken to the clamor for more judges) into which the administration of 
justice has fallen in Cook county, with its 2,000,000 of population, and that 
of England, which has the same system of laws and substantially the same 
practice and rules of evidence as prevail in Illinois. 

England and Wales, aside from county courts, which have a jurisdiction 
oyer small suits not differing materially from that of an Illinois justice 
of the peace—with a population of 31,000,000, and embracing London with 
its 6,000,000 of people, has besides six judges in the Court of Appeal and 
the law lords, who sit in the house of lords as a final Court of Appeal, 
six chancery -judges, fifteen judges in the king’s bench division, and two 
judges who sit to hear probate, divorce, and admiralty cases. 

Official statistics show that the number of actions heard and deter- 
mined in the queen’s bench division in the year 1890 was a trifle ‘under 
7,000. Of the total amount recovered in the queen’s bench division in that 
year £2,813,758 was summarily recovered without trial, the plaintiff's 
costs being generally between £6 and £8, payable by defendant, these be- 
ing cases where the defendant appeared but failed to satisfy the court 
that he had a good defense. One hundred and ninety thousand seven-hun- 
dred and seventy-five pounds was recovered after trial by jury, and £352,- 
688 after trial without a jury. i ee: cases the costs were 
from £100 to £200. 

The effect upon would be litigants of having | ‘to pay substantial costs 
in the event of being unable to sustain their action or defense is illustrated 


by the numoper of cases entered in London at the end of the long vacation, - 


October, 1901, for hearing. They were: Appeals, 479; common law cates, 
732; equity cases, 376; probate, divorce, and admitalty, 232. 

In England, also, the wisdom of the policy of the law to frown, upon 
all efforts to stir up. litigation is so thoroughly recognized that. the ‘of 
fenses of maintenance and barratry are vigorously prosecuted whenever 
they are committed, and a lawyer who is detected in such unprofessiona: 
conduct is at once thrown over the bar, besides being severely punished 
for the offense. 

In the county of Cook, however, it is well andwn that there are. many 
creatures hanging on the outskirts of the bar who make a living by 
stirring up litigation, and they are facilitated in their nefarious occupa. 
tion in obtaining clients by the cheapness with which they can carry On 
their exploiting suits. In the meantime the people “ pay the piper,” . The 
state is chiefly responsible for the condition of‘affairs. If the legislature, 
instead of listening favorably to proposals to create additional judgeships 
for Cook county, would, first, materially increase the court costs of the 
losing party; secondly, revise and render more severe the punishment for 
the offenders of maintenance and barratry; thirdly, create n mete: of die 
trict courts for petty ciyil cases, and limit the right | 
of kppeal, the result would be immediately felt in 
the Circuit and Superior courts of this county. The 
judges we have would be more ‘than sufficient, and 
their. work much more carefully done, and hence 
much more likely to be correct when done, than it 
is now. 

On the other hand, if this practice of multigly- 
ing judges in Cook county until they are becoming 
“as thick as blackberries in summer’ time,” goes on 
much longer, it is entirely certain that the people 
of this county, and reflectively the people of this ~ 
state, will be “sooner or later face to face with a 
judicial situation in Cook county which ‘neither will 
be proud of, not to put too fine a point on it. !

Why, we here 
in Chicago have heard it at six different 
pairs of concerts, and yet Gotham, progres- 
sive Gotham, Gotham that loves the “‘ mod- 
ern” intmusic and knows everything that is 
worth knowing, is but now making the ac- 


‘quaintance of the composition that is the~ 


‘eleverest of all the creations of present day 
music's most modern and gifted composer. 
_ Anéthis‘previous performance—who is re- 
sponsible for it? Theodore Thomas and the 
Chicago orchestra! When Chicago’s eminent 
conductor and his body of able players went 
‘down to Gotham and were received with a 
patronizing, very-good-but-run-away-home 
spirit by the knowing inhabitants of that un- 
rivaled center of. artistic achievement, the 
Strauss rondo was performed there for the 
first time. Since that time neither the decrep-

orchestra in New York nor the splendid 
company of musicians from SBoston, on 
which New York really has to depend for all 
‘its first class orchestral music, has played 
“Til Bulenspiegel.”’ Here in Chicago we 
hhave come to regard it as one of the best 
kgown to us of all Strauss’ orchestral com- 
positions, and there is none of them we have: 
not had performed from one to six times. . 


| And “ Till Bulenspiegel ts not the only 
orchestral composition that New 


York brings out with much fuss and pother 
‘for the first time” long after Chicago has 
heard it. “Ein Heldensieben” was given 
with no end of claim as to New York’s supe- 
‘rior advantages in the opportunity for hear- 
‘ing new.works nearly a year after it had been 
played in Chicago. Weingartner’s second 
‘symphony was “ performed for the first time 
‘in America” this season by the New York 
orchestra. The Chicago orchestra played it 
a year ago last November! 

Many are the examples that could be cited 
of New York's habit of producing both 
musical and dramatic works “for the first 
time in America’ weeks and months after 
they have been given elsewhere in the coun- 
try, but the citing would be futile, for so 
hardened is the shell of self-com y that 
Gotham has built around f that no facts 
from outside sources can reach the dwellers 
therein. It might be well, however, if the 
New York chroniclers of affairs musical and 
dramatic would take the trouble when look- 
ing over the reports of occurrences in Lon- 
don, Berlin, and Paris to cast also a glance 
occasionally at what is being done in this 
country. 

Of Course, no one would attempt to con- 
Vince them that New York and the United 
States are not identical, just as are Paris 
and France, but there is ‘‘ something doing ”

YEAR'S: BUILDING IN CITIES. 

Statistics Covering Operations in Twen- 
ty of the Leading Cities During 


' Building operations in the principal cities 


of the country for 1902 show an exceedingly 
satisfactory gain over those for the pre- 
ceding year, according to special reports 
to. the Construction News. ‘They were par-- 
ticularly good in spots where it might least 
be expected and were weak in sections where 
it might be thought they would be strong. 
Carefully compiled statistics show that in 
twenty of the leading cities of the country 
permits were taken out in 1902 for the con- 
struction of 72,385 building improvements, 
involving an expenditure of $297,151,462, 
against 69,119, involving $288, 117,006 in 1901, 
an increase of 3,266 buildings and $9,084,456, 
an increase of 8 per cent. This increabe is 
not nearly’ so large as in former years, but 
when one takes into consideration the intense 
activity that. has characterized the last three 
or four yeafs' one would naturally expect 
something of a reaction from the figures as 
established during that period. The magni- 
tude of the building during the last few 
years in this country {fs enormous. ‘The 
gain for last year, it will be recalled, was 
74 per cent, as against a loss of 29.20 per 
cent in 1900, this being due chiefly to labor 
troubles; the year 1899 showed a gain of 


41 per cent. ‘The figures in detail ere as

It is significant that in the figures for 1902 
only seven ‘out of twenty cities show a loss 
for the year, ard that is really small. The 
most startling, perhaps, is the decrease in 
building operations in New York City, as 
compared with the marked increase in Chi- 
cago during the last year. In New York, in- 
cluding the boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx, permits were taken out in 1908 for 
the construction of 4,203 butidings, to cost 
$95,960,693, against 4,107, involving a cost 
of $116,800,595, in 1901, a decrease tn cost of 
18 per cent, while in Chicago permits were 
taken out for 6,074 buildings, involving an 
expenditure of $48,070,390, against 6,035, in- 
volving a cost of $34,911,775, an increage of 
36. per cent. | 

Tt is interesting to note that correspond- 
ence with men who are best informed in the 
various cities represented indicates that 
puilding operations for 1903 will be upon an 
exceedingly satisfactory basis, and, if pres- 
ent expectations are realized, the gain will 
be considerably beyond that of 1902. It is 
to be expected that new fields of construc- 
on, both so far as locality and class of 
pbuilding is concerned, will develop from 
time to time, and that will afford equally

One night nine years ago, when the com- 
pany had 90,000 gallons of ofi resting easily

That was all, seemingly. The company 
pumped in 8,000 gallons more into the tanks 
the next day, and for more than six years 
thereafter it continued to empty 8,000 gallon 
car tanks into these storage cisterns and to 
deliver from them in oil wagons holding 
from 400 to 600 gallons each, pumping the 


_ oll from these wagons directly into the tanks 


of the grocer and dealer without odor and 
without price. 

Suddenly, in May, 1900, the Danville city 
council—grown to fourteen members—was 
presented one night with a petition of prop- 
erty holders in the neighborhood of the 
Standard Oil plant asking for the enforce- 
ment of the seven year old ordinance, which 
had never been tried on any pretext. The 
council listened to the petitioners and or- 
dered the city attorney to proceed with a 
test suit. 


company appealed the case, defaulted in the 
Circuit court, and the city again was awarded 
a verdict. Through the state courts the case 
Went until in October last the Supreme court 
of Illinois upheld the validity of the city 
ordinance under which sult first had been 
brought. Briefly, the finding was that inthe 
case of property of the kind owned by the 
Standard company it was used for an ex- 
traordinary purpose; that as a corporation 
it had none of the rights such as pertained to 
a railroad company in the condemnation of 
land to its purposes; and that not having 
these rights and devoting its holdings of 
property to an extraordinary and hazard- 
ous use it had no rights whatever as against 
the interests of its neighbors who devoted 
their real estate holdings to normal uses. 
While this case was finding its way to this 
final decision in the state courts several new 
calendars were issued by raflroad and patent 
medidine companies, so many in fact that at 
$25 a day the cumulative fines had amounted 
to $100,000 when the city attorney’on Dec. 
18 brought suit to recover the amount in 
the state courts. It was the Standard’s 
move at once. First it emptied its tanks of 
nearly 60,000 gallons of oil; then in a full 
to overflowing effort to abide by the law it 
took its 500 gallon tank wagons out of service; 
with Whiting as a supply point it ordered 
oll in fifty gallon barrels, running sixty to 
the car and leaking two gallons each in 
transit; it called drays into service, and in

15, and in general the 100 dealers in the town 
advanced prices from the average 15 cents 
to 18 cents a gallon and let the public do the 
walking and most of the snorting.

No sooner does Corbin get through with 
Cupid and send him to the right about before 
the postoffice department seize upon the 
offender, Postmaster General Payne says 
that after this when 4 man and a woman, 
both employed in ‘the postoffice department, 
marry, the woman will be considered to have 
resigned, and will be at once permitted to go 
home and attend to her household duties.

Financier Has Taught It for Half a 
 Century—Gives Tenth of Profits. 


AY COOKE of Philadelphia has taught 
-for fifty years a bible class. This is the 
oldest bible classin America. Its teach- 
er takes in it the same profound and 
joyous interest that he took in the 
financiering of the civil war and in the build- 
ing of the Northern Pacific railroad. - It is 
not: wonderful, therefore, that it is a suc- 
cess. | 

Mr. Cooke is now 80 years old. Heisabout 
6 feet in height, and he weighs 175 pounds. 
His figure is erect; his gait is elastic, his 
cheeks are full, the healthy, unwrinkled 
skin covering the firm -fiesh smoothly. His 
blue eyes are alert and gay andclear. His 
voice is young, and his ready laugh is young. 
St. Paul's Protestant Episcopal church, 
where he conducts his bible class, is at 
Ogontz, one of Philadelphia’s beautiful sub- 
urbs, where P. A. B. Widener and William L. 
Elkins have their great white houses— 
houses as huge and as magnificent as 
cathedrals. It was established by Mr. Cooke 
‘more than fifty years ago, when he bought 
the land it comprises for $800 an acre, and 
this land is now worth $10,000 an acre. He 
named the place after an Indian chief, 


and taught him the lore of hunting in his 
boyhood in Ohio. ‘ | 

Mr. Cooke narrated the histo of his 
Sunday school class the otherafternoon. He 
said: | 


“I lived in 1852 at the Cedars, a house that 
stood where Mr. Elkins’ house now stands. 
Next to me lived John W. Thomas, a mer- 
chant. Mr. Thomas and his family, and I 
with my family, used to get up on Sunday 
before it was light and we would drive in to 
Philadelphia to St. Paul’s church on Third 
street, below Walnut street, for there was no 
church here inthose days. We would arrive 
in time for the Sunday school service at 9 
o'clock, and after Sunday school we would 
attend the church service. Then we would 
get our luncheon in the schoolroom, and at 
2:30 o'clock we would attend the afternoon 
service. After this we would drive home, 
getting back at 6:30. 

“T’ll tell you, parenthetically, who bdne of 
Mr. Thomas sons was. He was a lad called 
George, and he worked in his father’s mercan- 
tile house. I claimed him from‘ that house; 
I said I wanted him to come with mein the 
banking firm of Jay Cooke & Co. He was'‘an 
industrious, moral, brilllant boy; to train 
him in banking was a pleasure, and it was 
not long before he: became one of my part- 
ners. ‘Then, after my retirement, he went 
with the house of Drexel & Co., and he is 
the head of Drexel, & Co. today. Today 
George C. Thomas is, after J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, the greatest banker in America. It 
pleases me to be able to say this truthfully 
of him. It is a fine thing to have seen this 
‘boy grow up into so good and so ‘successful a 
man. | 


** Now to return to my bible class.. I started 


it because I perceived that there was a great | 


need of it. It had forty-five members in 
the beginning, and the services were held in 
the parlor of my home. They were evening 
services—they lasted from 7:30 until 9 o’clock 
—and they made my Sunday a full day, for I 
still continued to get up before daybreak 
and to attend at St. Paul’s the services there. 
** But I gave a great deal of attention to.

**In 1860 we established St. Paul's church 
at Ogontz. We erected beside the church 
a Sunday school building, and the upper floor

You may explain to him that you paid $45 
for the suit only last winter ahd that you 
would have continued to wear it only that 
you were so much heavier that it wouldn't 
fit; he will admit al that—he miay say even 
as much as that it has been exceedingly well 
preserved in every respect. But hé will 
switch back always to the fact that his cus- 
tomers that come to him now are always re- 
ferring with vehemence to the new ‘suits 
which they can buy downtown at $7.50 each. 

There is much truth fn all the old clothes 
man says. ‘The mah who buys a second 
hand suit does not do so because he prefers 
to wear somebody else’s old clothes; he does 
so for the reason that they are cheaper and 
have more service in them- than he can get 
out of a new suit for the same money—and 
if this service is not distinctly more and 
better -he prefers to go to the cheaper ready 
made clothing houses and buy a suit at first 
hands that is all his own. Full sults, hav- 
ing in them a considerable apearance of 
shape and dye, and having unmistakabie 
evidences of wear and durability in them, 
may be bought in some of these houses as 
low as $5. They are not really “new’’ 
clothes, of course; wool from castoff gar- 
ments, picked up far and wide, has been 
shredded into the insidious ‘“ shoddy,” and 

this substance has been sifted in the 
cotton warp and woof of the cloth until the 
results of the weaver’s work have made an 
article to deceive the eye of the person nol 
up to the tricks of the trade. 


Big Trade in Shoddy. 


, But then, as somebody has said, not even 

. the millionaire, going to the ayenue tailor 
for a hundred dol'ar business suit, escapes 
shoddy. It is a better shoddy and its sani- 
tary condition is never to be questioned, but 
technically the tmported “nap’’ cloths 
which many business men affect all have the 
shoddy of tailors’ shop trimmings worked 
into them. These shop scraps bring 20 cents 
@ pound in the rag trade, only that they may 
be reduced to their former woo! state and 
rewoven into new cloth. The only wodlen 
weaves not having this element of shoddy 
are the smooth worsteds, which cannot be 
made to take it. : | 

Of all the second hand clothes apperfaining 
to the male sex the dress suit is most accept- 
able to the old clothes trade. A man who 
would not think of borrowing a friend's 
business suit will not hesitate a moment in 
asking the loan of his friend’s evéning 
clothes, and just as this spirit holds 
in, the more or less polite world, so it ob- 
tains among the classes which have a difii- 
culty in wearing anything that is wholly 
new.

YPNOTIC suggestions as a useful 

method of instruction for children is 

advocated by a French physician— 

Dr. Felix Regnault. He maintains 

. that idle and noisy children may be 

made industrious and obedient through hyp- 

notism. In the education of abnormal! chil- 

dren the value of the method is especially 
urged. 


When commands and persuasion have failed 
of effect on vicious, bad, or morbid, then try 
hypnotism, Dr. Regnault suggests. Children 
whose bad temper is hereditary, or the result 
of poor health, need fresh air, exercise, and 
hypnotism, according to this authority. 
sults which have attended his experiments 
With the method have been convincing, 
cording to reports. 

Cure Biting ofthe Nails. ~~ 

Another French physician, Dr. Edgar Beril- 
lion, has a method in suggestion which has 
been tested and proven by fifteen years’ ex- 
perience, and cures he has achieved by hyp- 
notism have been lasting. One example will 
give an idea of his method. Take a child af- 
flicted with the habit of biting his thum 
He is hypnotized and seated in a chair, 
forearm resting on the side of the chair. 
The physician takes one of his hands and, 
holding it firmly, he says to his subject: 

“Try to put your hand in your mouth and 
bite your nails. You see you cannot do it, 
The pressure I put on your hand is an ob- 
stacie you cannot overcome. When the de- 
sire returns to you you will always have this 
®ame sensation, which will oppose the move- 
ment.”’ 


As Preventive of Kleptomania. 

As another example a young kleptomaniac 
fie taken. One observes this mania in de- 
‘generate children. They do it automatic- 
ally and seem to be entirely unconscious of 
wrong. If they should be asked why they 
did it they probably would reply that they 
did not know, that they could not help it. 
Such a child is hypnotized and made to go 
to a table whereon a piece of money Is rest- 


ing. 
“You see this piece of money,” says the 
physician. “You wish to put it in your

~ You are going to put that money back 
where you got it, and hereafter you will 
always do so. If you yield to the tempta- 
tion you will be ashamed of having. stolen 
and. you will be eager to return the object 
to its place.” 

At the end of several of these hypnotic 
lessons the child, according to the advocates 
of the hypnotic method, is cured, and for- 
ever, of desire to take the money or to steal 
any article. 


How Parents May Use It. 


In these two cases the children were placed 
in a passive state before the instruction was 
given. They receive it without resistance 
and without questioning. The suggestions 
which awakened their conscience, say the 
physicians, were received without opposition 
from them. 

With normal childrenso powerful methods 
are not needed. Parents are advised by Dr. 
Regnault to try norma! suggestion with chil- 
dren who are normal. Hypnotic suggestion, 
he says, should be reserved for morbid and 
abnormal subjects.

Sells Stamps — 
at All Hours. 


Postoffice Open for Business from Morn 
to Night and Night to Morn. 


HICAGO is one of the few cities in the 
world in which at any minute in the 
twenty-four hours of the 365 days of 
the common year and the 366 days of 
the leap year a person may go to the 

meeneral postofiice and buy a stamp, a 

= stamped envelope, a newspaper wrapper, or 

& postal card without exciting the least com- 
ment or query. Every minute of every Sun- 
gay, Christmas, New Year’s, fourth of July, 
Thanksgiving, Decoration day, and Labor 
day a customer of Uncle Sam’s may find the 
postofiice awake, willing and ready to sell 
him a stamp at par, or pass out a letter that 
may have come to his address in the general 
delivery. 

Former Postmaster Hesing, now dead, 
originated the idea of a sleepless stamp win- 
Gow.. Present Postmaster Coyne a few 
roonths ago changed the stamp window to the 
cone general delivery window, which has been 
open all night for years, and it is from this 
window that the night clerk, between the 
hours of 10 o'clock and 7 o’clock next morn- 
Ing, dispenses letters and postoffice supplies 
with impartial hand, listening to the stutter- 
Eg ing blur of the inebriated voice, to the sharp, 
caustic query of the woman who doesn’t see 
. | why the letter isn't there, and anon attending 
to the wants of the sane, sober night worker, 
who has no other hour at which to post his 
letters and call for his mail. 


Little Business After Midnight. 
Ordinarily the night stamp clerk does not 
expect a roaring business. He starts the 
evening with about $50 worth of supplies, 
and if he sells $40 worth of his stock he re- 
gards it as a big night. Midnight sees the 
close of the ‘“‘rush’’ business; between 4 
and 65 o'clock in the morning he sees the 
worst cases of refusal to get on the water 
Wagon. Women come for letters as late as 
12 o'clock. Night workers buy a good many 
supplies after 5:30 o'clock in the morning. 
The hight after most holidays is poor for 
business; Sunday is a little better, especially 
in the call for mail. The biggest sales made 
to individuals are to messengers from some 
of the downtown hotels, which hdve run 
_out*of supplies and discover it only after 
some belated guest makes a call for a 2 cent 
stamp. Two or three dollars’ worth of 2 cent 
stamps in «a bunch is a big sale after 10 
o’ clock. 
Following the season when so many places 
of business are closed for Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and New Year's, all in a bunch, 
it becomes a striking fact that at any min- 
ute on any of these days and nights the 
Chicago postoffice was open for business. 
Just before Christmas the burden of Christ- 
mas packages increased at the all night win- 
dow in proportion as it increased at the 
stamp department windows in general. In 
These | nights, too, the proportion of the tipsy 
rose even out of proportion to the holiday 
customers in other seasons, and the man at 
the window after 12 o'clock needed to know 
several languages more than usual in order | 
to keep the line from wabling.

Elder 
Haughey has been a preacher in the Christian church for 
over half a century, and while the majority of those whom 
he has married have been members of the Christian denom- 
ination he has united people of all sorts of religious belief. 
Besides the great number of weddings at which he has 
officiated Elder Haughey has conducted 1,502 funerals. He 
has held various charges in the Christian church in Mason 
City and in the small towns around about. 
Most of his ministerial work has been of the circuit order,

complex melodies many more. Now, if we recall that the 
heart makes a complete beat in a little more than eight- 
tenths of a second and that the contractions of the ventricles 
occupy six-tenths of that time it is easy to understand that a 
musical tone must continue longer than this in order to pro- 
ducé any effect on the movements of the heart. If the musical 
tones are too short and succeed each other too swiftly they 
cannot produce corresponding variations im the heart and 
consequently must fail to evoke the sentiments which depend 
on these changes. 

In the ancient monotone there was a continuous repetition 
of a single sound or a single tone. The effects upon the heart 
were continuous and without variation. This is why. The 
primitive music produced unfailing results upon the heart of 
the primitive man, either excessively depressing or violently 
exalting. The musical\rhythm during the uniform excitation 
held the heart fn a continual and invariable tension, and with 
the heart the respiration, and with both the other natural 


It has an extraordinary influence because it prolongs the dis- 
turbances in the heart and augments them by accumulation 
of excitation. They are depressive to the point of causing 
tears to flow. The music consists entirely in the repetition of 
one, of two, or of three tones at the most, be it under the form 
of lamentations as for funeral ceremonies, be it by violent 
strikings of tambourines, which produce strong excitements 
and incite to the dance or to the combat. 

The music of civilization has no effect upon savege people. 
While it plays they remain nsible, although their own 
music sometimes produces the most extraordinary effects, 
which are visible in the movements they make. 

Intelligence has nothing to do with music. It is pureiy 
sensual in character. The only element of Intelligence lies in 
the consciousness. The delicate perceptions of sounds and 
their elements, of tones and thefr modifications, the exquisite 
perceptibility in composition and combination and of the 
least discord are due to the perfection of the organ by musical 
exercises, but these are not the qualities which render the ear 


grendiose because of the great number of sounds which ate 
combined harmoniously and which are confounded in thelr 
synchronic succession. | 

The sensations are extended, all the vital organs are dis- 
turbed by the modifications in the functions of circulation 
and respiration; a wave of inexplicable sentiments, myste- 
rious without precise localigation, invades us. We are com- 
pletely enveloped in them, while the organ of thought re- 
mains as if suspended in its functions. paralyzed and capable 
only of giving consciousness of the sensations. 

All the activity seems to be confined to sensations and 
nerves of organic life. These centers are excited by the single 
means of the auditory nerye, $0 fine, so perfect that It ean 
analyze the sound waves and transmit the product of its 
analysis and of the excitations to the emotional center.

{Extract from a lecture by Dr. Oriticus 
Anarchy Olub.] 
LAY it down, ladies, as a general 
proposition, that the world’s best 
; books—the books of most Value to 
the race—are the books that contain the 
greatest number of footnotes. And,while 
there are the usual exceptions to estab- 
lish the rule, it may be laid down as 
1 another general proposition, equally 
true, that the world’s least valuable 
books are those that contain the least 
number of footnotes. Utterly worth- 
less books, such as historical novels 
. and the-majority of other romances, are 
practically destitute of footnotes. 

In a day, now unhappily past, when 
an author wrote to instruct as well as 
to entertain, he incorporated his foot- 
notes—the flowers of his learning and 
wisdom—in the main body of his work.
